Janelle  McCanunon  has  had  her  own  ministry  ever  since  her  husband  received 
his  first  appointment  as  a pastor  in  1944.  Our  church  was  not  ordaining  women 
as  elders  then,  out  she  has  shown  us  the  reality  of  the  "priesthood  of  all 
believers.  ' She  has  poured  out  the  oil  of  gladness  when  we  were  discouraged, 
has  offered  the  thirst-quenching  waters  of  faith  when  we  doubted,  and  has  fed 
us  with  the  promise  of  God's  presence  when  we  would  have  otherwise  lost  our 
way. 


Over  200  years  ago  John  Wesley  began  instructing  his  preachers:  "Employ 
all  your  time  in  the  work  of  God."  United  Methodist  bishops  continue  to  give 
the  same  injunction  to  persons  entering  the  ministry.  For  the  past  four  years 
Janelle  has  taken  these  as  if  they  were  intended  for  her  presidency 
personally.  She  has  traveled  throughout  the  conference  as  much  as  any  bishop 
or  superintendent  --  going  to  hundreds  of  large  and  small  membership  churches. 
She  has  organized  new  units,  revived  dead  ones,  expanded  existing  circles,  and 
uplifted  all  the  rest. 

Everywhere  Janelle  goes  her  face  radiates  the  good  news  of  what  United 
Methodist  Women  are  doing  and  what  we  we  are  called  to  become.  She  challenges 
us  all  to  pick  up  the  mantle  of  being  in  mission  like  the  few  who  so  quietly 
began  the  impossible  task  over  a hundred  years  ago.  We  have  a rich  heritage, 
but  an  even  brighter  future  to  which  we  can  look  because  Janelle  Gunn  McCammon 
has  been  Louisiana  Conference  President  for  these  past  four  years. 
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PURPOSE  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN

With 
continuing  awareness  of  the  concerns  and  responsibilities  of  the  Church  in 
today's  world,  the  Women's  Division  shall  be  an  advocate  for  the  oppressed  and 
dispossessed  with  special  attention  to  the  needs  of  women  and  children;  shall 
work  to  build  a supportive  community  among  women;  shall  engage  in  activities 
which  foster  growth  in  the  Christian  faith,  mission  education,  and  Christian 
social  involvement  throughout  the  organization.  (Discipline  Paragraph  1A21)

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EXPENSE  GUIDELINES 

Louisiana  Conference  Executive  Committee 
United  Methodist  Women 
(Amended  9/85) 


United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have 
elected  leaders  who  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background, 
and  status  of  employment.  To  make  this  possible,  a Budget  for  Conference 
Administration  and  Membership  Development  is  approved  annually  to  provide 
expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following 
guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand 
the  concept  of  what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  should  be 
filled  out  in  full  when  applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the 
conference  president,  secretary  and  treasurer.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings 
should  be  turned  in  at  the  close  of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not  later 
than  the  next  week.  Expense  vouchers  should  be  submitted  within  the  quarter 
which  the  expense  occurs  when  possible. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job 
well.  If  someone  cares  to  donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be 
covered  under  these  guidelines,  please  submit  those  charges  and  then  endorse 
the  check  (or  refund  part  of  it)  directly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

Conference  officers  are  asked  to  pay  their  own  registration  fees  to  Conference 
events  without  reimbursement.  She  is  often  expected  to  pay  her  own  room, 
meal,  and  travel  expenses  and  then  turn  that  amount  in  for  reimbursement.  If 
this  arrangement  causes  personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to  cover  expected 
costs  may  be  requested  from  the  conference  treasurer. 

Every  call  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring 
"official  participation"  of  conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific 
plans  for  financial  arrangements  not  delineated  herein  (such  as  whether  the 
individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign  for  meals  and  lodging). 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A.  Travel  Expenses 

1.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car. 

When  a van  is  used  with  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  the  pool,  mileage 
will  be  paid  at  25<t  a mile.  No  mileage  will  be  paid  to  anyone  who 
chooses  not  to  carpool.  Any  exceptions  will  be  voted  on  by  the 
Conference  Administrative  Committee.  When  district  and  conference 
officers  travel  together  with  expenses  provided  by  their  respective 
organizations,  they  shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the  expenses 

of  these  groups.  Other  riders  shall  assume  their  share  of  the 
expense. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10  per  person  per  day. 

Meals  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $12.50  per  person  per  day 
(to  be  divided  between  meals  as  desired).  Meals  for  events  that 
are  less  than  one  day  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.50  for 
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breakfast,  $4.00  for  lunch,  and  $6.00  for  dinner.  When  an  event  is 
held  at  a pre-selected  site  where  these  guidelines  are  inadequate, 
meals  may  be  reimbursed  as  follows;  $2.50  for  breakfast,  $5.50  for 
lunch  and  $7.00  for  dinner. 

B.  Officers  Resources 


Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job 
(such  as  Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the 
property  of  the  Conference  organization.  Most  of  this  materials  should 
be  maintained  in  the  files  you  keep  and  pass  on  to  successors.  Utmost 
care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not  needlessly  duplicate  materials  which 
cover  overlapping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  Operating  Expenses 

Postage,  office  supplies,  mimeographing  charges,  long  distance  telephone 
charges,  and  other  miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  Receipts  for 
these  expenses  are  to  be  attached  to  the  voucher.  The  use  of  professional 
secretarial  services  and  large  numbers  of  xerox  copies  are  discouraged.

CORRESPONDENCE  - Notes  of  appreciation  for  memorial  gifts  to  mission  were 
received  from  Pat  Cobb  (death  of  her  father)  and  Lottie  Palazzo  (death  of  her 
mother).  Thank  you  notes  were  received  for  gifts  to  mission  in  their  honor 
from  Linda  Powell  and  Irene  Peeler  of  Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church,  Baton 
Rouge.  (These  gifts  were  sent  in  gratitude  for  all  the  work  they  did  in 
preparation  for  the  Annual  Meeting  which  had  to  be  cancelled.) 
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TREASURER'S  REPORT  - Mary  F.  Spell  gave  the  following  report: 

"As  we  heard  from  Judy  Rountree  at  the  Financial  Promotion 
Workshop  and  through  the  newsletter,  our  pledge  was  overpaid  by 
$28,046.91  for  1988. 

Funds  transferred  from  Catahoula  Bank,  Jonesville,  to  First 
National  Bank,  Abbeville,  were  $46,323.63.  A NOW  account  has  been 
opened  for  the  checking  and  two  Certificates  of  Deposit  have  been 
purchased  as  follows:  a twelve  month  certificate  in  the  amount  of 
$20,000.00  at  8.05%;  a three  month  certificate  in  the  amount  of 
$5,000.00  at  7.15%. 

Each  district  has  received  | of  their  A & M D budget  funds  for 
a total  of  $6,972.50.  The  January  issue  of  the  conference 
newsletter  was  published  and  mailed  at  a cost  of  $1,254.70.  The 
cost  of  the  Financial  Promotion  Workshop  was  $3,217.68  --  $600.00  of 
which  was  paid  in  1988  as  a deposit  toward  the  total  of  $2,613.00 
for  the  use  of  Tall  Timbers  Conference  Center.  The  remaining 
$604.68  was  for  travel,  etc.  to  the  workshop.  Other  A & M D 
expenses  this  year  have  been  for  a task  force  meeting  for  Annual 
Meeting,  duplicating  and  mailing  the  UMW  Sunday  letters  plus  other 
postage  and  telephone  totaling  $261.04.  $650.00  was  received  in 
January  for  Mission  Ribbons  and  $317.53  paid  out  for  same. 

We  have  remitted  $1,205.00  in  Undesignated  Funds  to  the  Women's 
Division  toward  our  1989  Pledge  to  Mission. 

As  in  the  past,  please  submit  vouchers  verified  by  receipts 
when  possible  and  within  the  month  they  occur  and  do  not  delay  in 
cashing  your  checks.  This  way  we  can  keep  more  accurate  records. 

Your  cooperation  will  be  very  much  appreciated  as  is  your  help 
and  support." 

WOMEN'S  DIVISION  CONSULTANT'S  REPORT  - Nadine  Hardin,  financial 
consultant  from  Women's  Division,  gave  an  update  on  the  promotion  of 
undesignated  giving.  She  commended  the  Louisiana  Conference  on  its  gifts  in 
1988.  The  five  specific  ways  to  give  to  mission  as  set  forth  at  the  Financial 
Promotion  Workshop  held  in  Pineville  last  spring  were  reviewed.  The  following 
ideas  and  ways  as  to  how  $303,431  could  be  reached  by  1990  were  shared:  (1) 
increase  of  pledge  by  10%  (can  be  accomplished  if  one  out  of  twelve  local 
women  will  give  the  cost  of  a pair  of  shoes  or  a trip  to  the  beauty  shop),  (2) 
all  fund  raising  profits  go  undesignated,  (3)  lower  the  percent  of  pledge 
money  retained  in  unit  for  local  mission  and  increase  percent  sent 
undesignated,  (4)  each  unit  give  one  additional  special  mission  recognition, 
and  (5)  increase  world  thank  offering  - continue  the  attitude  of  gratitude 
through  31  derful  ways  of  giving  during  the  month  of  October.  She  concluded 
that  just  strengthening  the  organization  promotes  increased  giving  and 
increased  membership. 

JURISDICTION  REPORT  - Lueburda  J.  Myers,  Secretary  of  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group,  brought  greetings  and  an  update  from  the 
Core  Planning  Group.  She  reviewed  her  activities  and  officer 
responsibilities.  She  also  served  as  a study  leader  for  the  "Faces  of 
Poverty"  course  for  both  the  weekend  and  the  weekday  sessions  in  Mansfield  and 
Shreveport  on  August  27  and  29  respectively,  for  the  Shreveport  District  Mini 
School  of  Christian  Mission.  The  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  will  be 
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held  at  Centenary  College,  Shreveport,  in  1990.  The  Jurisdiction  is  also 
considering  sites  in  Louisiana  along  with  others  to  host  the  next  Jurisdiction 
Meeting. 

Judy  Rountree,  member  of  the  Regional  School  Team,  had  communicated  that 
the  Louisiana  Conference  would  be  responsible  for  preparing  and  setting  up  a 
table  display  on  undesignated  giving  for  the  1989  Regional  School  in  Oklahoma 
City.  President  McCammon  asked  Judy  Rountree,  Seola  Callahan,  and  Pat  Cobb  to 
assume  the  responsibility  for  the  display. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  - President  Janelle  McCammon  gave  the  following  mid- 
year report: 

"We  come  together  at  this  mid-year  meeting  at  an  exciting  time 
for  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Women.  We  have  just  completed  a year 
of  conferences  at  all  levels,  where  plans  have  been  made  that  will 
have  tremendous  impact  upon  the  future.  We  have  seen  the 
inauguration  of  several  new  programs  that  call  for  our  investment  of 
time,  energy,  and  effort.  We  have  the  thrill  of  success  in  the 
first  phase  of  our  promotion  to  increase  giving.  In  1988  women  in 
Louisiana  overpaid  undirected  pledge  by  substantial  amounts,  and  our 
World  Thank  Offering  and  gifts  to  mission  were  outstanding.  It  is 
important  to  recognize  that  increased  giving  is  a clear  indication 
of  an  increase  in  our  concern  and  commitment. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  participate  in  a number  of  district 
and  local  events,  and,  again,  I am  excited  by  what  I see.  Units  are 
reaching  out  to  enlist  new  members;  districts  to  organize  new  units. 

Many  units  are  targeting  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  younger  women 
as  well  as  continuing  to  serve  older  members.  There  is  a 
realization  that  there  must  be  flexibility  to  meet  the  changing 
circumstances.  We're  working  at  all  of  this,  and  we're  feeling  the 
results . 

United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday  has  provided  further  emphasis 
in  the  local  church  of  the  importance  of  United  Methodist  Women  and 
its  outreach  in  mission.  By  the  end  of  February,  I will  have 
participated  in  seven  celebrations  of  United  Methodist  Women's 
Sunday.  Again  I would  say  to  you.  We  cannot  over  emphasize  the 
importance  of  the  local  unit.  It  is  in  your  local  unit  that  mission 
begins.  As  district  and  conference  officers  it  becomes  our 
responsibility  to  see  that  the  vision  of  mission  enlarges  and  goes 
out  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

At  this  meeting  I usually  give  to  you  a summary  of  the 
information  I gleaned  from  evaluation  reports.  Because  of  the 
change  in  reporting  time,  I do  not  have  this  information,  I am 
looking  forward  with  great  anticipation  to  compiling  these  reports 
and  sharing  them  with  you  at  a later  time.  I am  confident  that  many 
good  things  have  been  happening.  I am  also  aware  that  we  have  not 
yet  reached  our  goals.  As  you  study  these  and  promote  them  in  the 
districts,  as  you  help  implement  the  Campaign  for  Children  in  every 
unit,  and  as  we  work  together,  I pray  that  this  year  ahead  will  be 
the  very  best  ever  for  United  Methodist  Women. 

May  God  continue  to  bless  each  of  you  in  all  that  you  do!" 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT  - Sally  Turner  reported  that  the  1988-1989  Annual 
Report  and  Directory  has  gone  to  press.  The  response  and  support  in  supplying 
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the  lists  of  officers  and  reports  keep  getting  better  and  better.  If  a unit 
did  not  submit  the  requested  information  to  its  district  secretary,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  local  unit  president  will  not  appear  in  the  listing  for  the 
district.  The  document  will  not  be  as  large  this  year  due  to  the  shortened 
Annual  Meeting  and  the  Executive  Committee  meetings  usually  held  prior  to  and 
following  the  Annual  Meeting  each  year. 

VICE  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  - Betty  Ferrington  gave  the  following  report: 

"'Listen  to  the  heartbeat;  Listen  to  the  heartbeat  of 
America!',  so  goes  the  commercial  for  an  automobile  manufacturer. 

As  I go  into  districts  and  local  units,  I might  paraphrase  that  to 
say,  'Listen  to  the  heartbeat  of  United  Methodist  Women!' 

I heard  that  heartbeat  empathize  with  'Women  in  Alien  Lands', 
as  I taught  that  study  at  the  Baton  Rouge/Hammond  District  Mini- 
School  and  for  our  local  unit. 

I felt  the  strong,  rhymthic  pulse  of  the  Shreveport  District, 
as  I participated  in  their  Annual  Meeting  - 'A  Journey  By  Faith  As 
Children  of  God' . 

I have  heard  the  sound  of  many  hearts  beating  as  one  in  the 
celebration  of  UMW  Sunday  at  Natchitoches  First  Church  and 
Palestine. 

'Listen  to  the  heartbeat  of  United  Methodist  Women!'  It  sounds 
loud  and  clear,  not  only  in  America,  but  all  over  the  world.  Praise 
God!" 

SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION'S  REPORT  - In  the  absence  of  Judy 
Rountree,  there  was  no  report. 

COORDINATORS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  coordinator  including  the 
details  of  the  following  highlights; 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  - Celina  T.  Johnson,  Conference  Coordinator, 

reported  that  the  material  for  the  observance  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial  has 
been  sent  out;  however,  at  this  time  no  responses  have  been  received 

concerning  participation.  Her  report  on  New  Officer  Training  Event  will  be 

given  later  on  the  agenda. 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  - Wilma  Crosby,  Conference  Coordinator, 
reported  that  she  had  co-chaired  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  with  Sally 
Turner.  In  the  officer  training  session  the  new  time  and  forms  for  reporting 
studies  were  discussed  with  district  counterparts.  District  coordinators 
will  be  responsible  for  a display  at  the  School  of  Missions  of  their  churches 
that  will  be  receiving  the  Excellence  of  Study  Certificate.  Mission  cards  are 
being  sent  once  a month  to  a missionary  here  or  abroad  - responses  indicate 
they  are  appreciative  of  the  gift.  She  encouraged  participation  in  this 

project  on  the  district  level. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  - Georgie  P.  Dunbar,  Conference  Coordinator, 
reported  that  communications  have  been  sent  to  local  counterparts  updating, 
reminding,  and  hopefully  spurring  them  on  to  promote  three  issues  (local, 
state,  national  or  international).  Areas  of  promotion  of  special  concerns 
were  (1)  South  Africa  sanctions,  (2)  legislation  for  Child  Care  and  the 
Minimum  Wage  Law,  (3)  for  peace  with  prayer,  posters  and  programs,  and  (A)  the 
Charter  of  Racial  Justice.  She  reviewed  her  activities  with  United  Methodist 
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Women  on  all  levels  - citing  these  as  a privilege  and  opportunity  to  do 
something  for  Christ  and  for  which  she  is  grateful. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - Taylor  Phillips,  Conference  Coordinator,  reported 
that  training  for  the  district  counterparts  at  District  Elected  Leaders 
Training  had  emphasized  the  Campaign  for  Children  and  Human  Rights  with  each 
unit  giving  a program  on  the  two  emphases.  Coordinators  will  write 
legislators  asking  them  to  support  bills  that  deal  with  the  homeless,  elderly, 
women,  children,  and  the  working  poor.  She  taught  the  study,  "Faces  of 
Poverty"  in  her  District  and  will  be  teaching  it  at  First  Church,  Jennings,  in 
June  1989. 

SECRETARY  OF  PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lois  R.  Heath  reviewed  the  meetings  she 
had  attended  and  the  training  session  she  led  at  District  Elected  Leaders 
Training.  She  pointed  out  the  New  World  Outlook  will  be  published  six  times  a 
year  (bimonthly).  Response  continues  to  be  published  monthly  except  the 
combined  issue,  July/August.  The  subscription  price  for  New  World  Outlook 
will  be  $11.00,  Response  will  remain  $7.00,  and  the  combined  subscription 
remains  $13.00.  The  unit  of  United  Methodist  Women  at  St.  Mark's  United 
Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  was  in  charge  of  the  worship  service  on  United 
Methodist  Women's  Sunday.  All  women  were  invited  to  a luncheon  following  the 
service  and  seven  women  joined  our  organization. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb,  Chairperson,  explained  that  at  the 
membership  section  of  District  Elected  Leaders  Training,  it  was  decided  that 
United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday  reports  would  be  sent  to  District  Membership 
Chairpersons  and  then  forwarded  to  the  Conference  Chairperson  for  the 
scrapbook.  Several  had  been  sent  to  her  but  she  had  had  no  response  from  any 
of  the  District  officers.  Word  has  gotten  around,  informally,  that  United 
Methodist  Women's  Sunday  is  gaining  in  both  numbers  and  scope  of 
participation.  Mission  ribbons  are  doing  a brisk  business.  About  3,000  have 
been  sold  to  date.  A video  tape,  "United  Methodist  Women:  Growing  in 
Mission",  was  received  from  Women's  Division  last  fall.  This  fifteen  minute 
tape  is  the  one  shown  at  Regional  School  last  summer.  It  has  been  used  once 
in  the  Monroe  District.  Perhaps  it  could  be  shown  at  District  Elected 
Leadership  Training  or  Annual  Meeting.  A new  unit  has  been  formed  at  Roanoke 
Church  in  the  Lake  Charles  District.  District  Presidents  were  asked  to  inform 
her  of  any  others. 

PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Seola  Callahan  reported  that  seven 
districts  have  Secretaries  of  Publicity  and  Public  Relations,  one  has  a 
newsletter  editor.  The  Baton  Rouge/Lafayette  District  does  not  have  a contact 
person  listed.  Photos  have  been  taken  at  all  meetings  I have  attended  and  a 
book  is  being  made  to  be  displayed  wherever  United  Methodist  Women  come 
together.  Several  articles  and  pictures  have  been  sent  to  the  Louisiana 
Methodist  Reporter.  She  had  met  the  new  editorial  assistant,  Judy  Palermo, 
and  will  be  working  with  her  in  an  effort  to  get  more  publicity  for  United 
Methodist  Women. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  - Hilda  D.  Sills,  Chairperson,  reported  that 
since  the  last  Mid-Year  Executive  Committee  Meeting,  the  booklet. 
Strengthening  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  has  been  reproduced.  Copies  have 
been  mailed  to  all  members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and  six  copies  were 
mailed  to  all  nine  District  Presidents.  Copies  were  also  sent  to  various 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  in  other  conferences  as  requested 
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during  our  training  session  in  Chicago.  She  has  acted  as  convener  for 
presenting  the  work  of  the  Nominations  Committee  at  District  Elected  Leaders 
Training  in  Pineville;  Local  Elected  Leaders  Training  for  the  New 
Orleans/Houma  District;  and  the  local  unit  of  Mount  Zion  in  New  Orleans.  All 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  were  informed  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  this  week-end  at  Tall  Timbers  and  the  importance  of  their  being 
present  as  well  as  to  have  names  of  qualified  persons  to  serve  our  Conference 
for  the  1989  election. 

HISTORIAN  - Dorothy  Abraham  was  not  able  to  attend  - no  report  at  this 
time.  The  President  pointed  out  that  she  is  still  collecting  material  and 
noted  that  Dorothy,  Mary  Margaret  Barr  and  she  had  finally  cleared  up  the 
files  and  has  in  keeping  those  things  considered  worthwhile. 

EDITOR  - Nancy  Carruth  stressed  the  importance  of  correct  names  and 
addresses  being  submitted  to  and  by  District  Secretaries  for  the  mailings  of 
the  Conference  Newsletter.  The  publication  is  of  no  use  if  the  information  is 
not  available  to  the  membership.  She  asked  that  material  for  the  School  of 
Missions  issue  be  to  her  by  April  1 (deadline).  Looking  ahead  to  The  Annual 
Meeting  issue  - the  deadline  for  material  will  be  July  1.  Changes  of  address 
should  be  forwarded  to  her  as  soon  as  possible. 

COMMITTEE  ON  STANDING  RULES  - Mary  Margaret  Barr,  Chairperson,  responded 
to  the  question  of  how  long  materials  are  to  be  retained.  After  recently 
reviewing  the  President's  files,  the  decision  was  made  that  materials  prior 
to  the  previous  four  years  could  be  discarded  with  the  exception  of  letters 
from  missionaries  or  letters  which  might  have  historical  significance  previous 
to  those  four  years.  In  such  cases,  these  should  be  turned  over  to  the 
historian.  This  decision  is  applicable  to  all  officers  (four  years  of 
record) . 

DISTRICT  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  district  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights: 

SHREVEPORT  DISTRICT  - Ola  McNaughton,  District  President,  reported  that 
the  District  Annual  Meeting/Local  Elected  Leaders  Training  was  held  at  Love 
Chapel,  Haughton,  with  approximately  125  in  attendance.  Local  presidents  from 
Sub-District  III  were  invited  to  the  December  executive  committee  meeting  and 
covered  dish  luncheon  at  the  home  of  Mozelle  Tiller.  Attendance  from  our 
District  was  excellent  for  the  Financial  Interpretation  Workshop  at  Tall 
Timbers  in  January.  On  May  20  a Financial  Interpretation  Workshop  and  our 
Membership  Workshop  will  be  held  at  Christ  United  Methodist  Church, 
Shreveport.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  reorganize  a unit  at  Vivian  United 
Methodist  Church. 

RUSTON  DISTRICT  - Elouise  Sanders,  District  President,  reported  the 
District  had  adopted  goals,  basically  the  same  as  the  Conference  goals  and 
"All  One  In  Christ"  was  chosen  as  the  theme  for  the  year.  Most  units  in  the 
Ruston  District  observed  United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday.  The  District  had 
100%  of  units  to  turn  in  Annual  Evaluation  Reports.  The  Spring  meeting  on 
March  12  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Minden,  will  emphasize  highlights 
of  the  Financial  Interpretation  Workshop  as  well  as  special  and  unique 
projects  of  various  units.  The  District  is  blessed  with  a fine  group  of  hard 
working  and  dedicated  officers.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  reorganize  a unit 
at  Lakeview  United  Methodist  Church  in  Minden. 

NEW  ORLEANS/SLIDELL  - Marilyn  Ray,  District  President,  reported  a call 
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was  given  in  the  November  planning  meeting  to  increase  membership  in  each 
unit,  to  increase  pledges  and  to  implement  plans  for  the  Campaign  for 
Children.  The  District  is  experiencing  communication  problems  in  reporting 
from  the  units.  This  was  the  first  time  the  District  has  combined  Annual 
Meeting  with  Local  Elected  Leaders  Training  - the  event  was  successful  but 
attendance  was  down  from  previous  years  due  to  bad  weather.  Reports  indicate 
that  the  majority  of  units  have  celebrated  United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday.  A 
bi-district  workshop  is  being  planned  with  the  New  Orleans/Houma  District  in 
April  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  Conference  Financial  Interpretation  Workshop. 

NEW  ORLEANS/HOUMA  - Lottie  Palazzo,  District  President,  reported  plans 
for  a Financial  Interpretation  Workshop  jointly  with  the  New  Orleans/Slidell 
District  in  April.  In  an  attempt  to  achieve  better  reporting  from  local 
units,  it  was  discovered  that  a number  of  units  have  been  inactive  - we  are 
planning  to  work  with  them.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  organize  units  at  Belle 
Chasse  and  Bayou  Blue.  COMMUNICATION  was  set  as  the  major  goal.  The 
Shepherdess  Program  has  not  been  implemented  because  of  failure  to  receive 
names  and  addresses  of  local  officers. 

MONROE  DISTRICT  - Marie  Young,  District  President,  reported  1989  has  many 
United  Methodist  Women  activities  planned  beginning  with  the  planning  session 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Financial  Interpretation  Workshop  at  Tall 
Timbers  will  be  shared  with  local  counterparts  at  a District  Workshop  in  May 
in  conjunction  with  emphasis  on  Membership  as  well.  The  District  United 
Methodist  Women  will  be  in  charge  of  preparing  and  serving  food  for  the 
"Fabulous  Forties  Festival"  at  the  Lea  Joyner  United  Methodist  Church  on 
February  17-18,  which  will  be  a district-wide  workshop  to  explain  Advance 
Specials  of  the  church.  She  reviewed  the  schedule  of  District  events  for 
1989.  All  units  have  been  asked  to  have  least  one  first-timer  at  the  School 
of  Christian  Mission.  The  Nominating  Chairman  has  set  up  a talent  bank  and 
forms  are  being  mailed  to  each  unit.  There  was  100%  reporting  for  all  active 
units  for  the  President's  Evaluation  Report.  All  local  units  will  be  visited 
by  district  officers  during  the  year,  and  inactive  units  will  be  contacted 
through  the  ministers  in  an  attempt  to  reorganize  these  groups. 

LAKE  CHARLES  DISTRICT  - Mary  Lou  France,  District  President,  reported 

1988  was  a good  year  as  the  District  overpaid  its  pledge  by  over  $5,000  and 
organized  two  new  units  at  Grand  Chenier  and  the  Korean  unit  at  Leesville. 
All  units  were  involved  in  some  manner  in  their  local  church  and  community, 
helping  with  senior  citizens  programs,  shut-ins,  women  and  children  shelters. 
In  1989  efforts  will  be  continued  in  the  "Campaign  for  Children"  and  to 
increase  membership.  A new  unit  has  been  organized  at  Roanoke  United 
Methodist  Church.  Our  January-February  newsletter  carried  a copy  of  the 
proposed  conference  goals  and  all  units  were  encouraged  to  implement  them. 
Conference  Mission  Coordinators  were  asked  to  pass  onto  the  units  definite 
things  to  activate  these  areas. 

BATON  ROUGE/ LAFAYETTE  DISTRICT  - Helen  Allemond,  District  President, 
reported  on  the  following  activities:  eight  officers  attended  the  School  of 
Christian  Mission;  the  Mini-School  of  Mission  was  held  August  13  in  Lafayette 
under  the  leadership  of  Bonita  Davis;  Rev.  Ester  Hammond  spoke  on  "The  Poor  in 
Our  Midst"  at  the  District  Annual  Meeting  on  October  1 at  First  United 
Methodist  Church,  Lafayette;  ten  district  officers  attended  the  Conference 
Annual  Meeting  and  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  at  Pineville;  Local 
Elected  Leaders  Training  was  held  and  the  executive  committee  made  plans  for 

1989  in  November;  and  five  officers  attended  the  Financial  Interpretation 
Workshop.  The  District  pledge  of  $28,000  was  overpaid  by  a small  amount.  As 
a new  president,  I am  learning  when  and  how  to  report. 
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BATON  ROUGE/HAMMOND  DISTRIST  - Alice  Irving,  District  President, 
expressed  appreciation  to  the  ladies  of  her  District  who  have  carried  on  the 
work  during  the  past  year  while  she  was  caring  for  her  husband  who  was 
recuperating  from  an  accident  and  her  mother-in-law  who  had  surgery.  She 
stated  that  not  only  have  they  assumed  the  responsibilities  but  they  have  made 
me  look  good.  Since  the  last  report,  the  District  team  has  worked  closely 
with  each  other  and  the  units  to  achieve  effective  results.  The  District  has 
been  well-represented  at  each  Conference  event.  Our  Mini-School  of  Mission 
was  hosted  by  Jefferson  United  Methodist  Church  on  August  20  with  outstanding 
leaders  and  good  participation.  The  Shepherdess  Program  is  in  its  second  year 
and  progressing  toward  our  goals.  The  cancellation  of  the  Annual  Meeting  was 
a disappointment,  but  we  look  forward  to  hosting  it  in  1989.  Visitation  with 
local  units  has  been  a high  point  of  the  year  - it  is  good  to  see  the  positive 
attitude,  the  good  work  and  dedicated  services  being  done.  Approximately  75 
ladies  attended  the  District  Annual  meeting  at  Live  Oaks  United  Methodist 
Church  on  October  8 and  heard  Reverend  Ellen  Montegudo.  In  December  the 
executive  committee  reviewed  the  year's  activities  and  for  1989  set  a schedule 
of  events  and  established  goals.  All  evaluation  reports  have  been  received 
except  from  two  local  presidents.  The  District  has  overpaid  its  pledge  for 
1988. 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT  - Winderlean  S.  Lewis,  District  President,  reported 
the  District  had  overpaid  its  pledge  for  the  second  consecutive  year.  All 
except  three  units  have  turned  in  the  Evaluation  Report.  United  Methodist 
Women's  Sunday  has  been  observed  throughout  the  District  with  the  President 
speaking  at  Wilton  Church  in  Alexandria  and  at  Wesley/Boonsville  Church. 
Special  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  Reading  Program  and  the  local  church 
mission  studies.  She  discussed  the  use  of  transparencies  in  disseminating 
the  information  on  the  evaluation  reports  - noting  the  strengths  and 
weaknesses  of  the  units. 

President  McCammon  requested  that  district  presidents  send  her  the  names 
of  the  units  who  have  not  turned  in  the  evaluation  reports  during  the  next 
year.  The  suggestion  was  made  to  review  the  form  early  in  the  year  so  the 
units  will  know  what  information  will  be  needed  in  completing  the  form  at  the 
appropriate  time. 

NEW  OFFICER  TRAINING  EVENT  - Mary  Spell,  Celina  Johnson,  and  Seola 
Callahan  attended  NOTE  in  New  York  City  in  December.  Each  reported  on  the 
inspiration,  opportunity,  training,  and  fellowship  as  well  as  sharing  new 
experiences  with  directors  and  staff  of  Women's  Division  and  new  friends  from 
across  the  United  States.  As  for  all  who  attend,  these  officers  related  that 
their  greatest  impression  was  the  enthusiasm  of  everyone. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  TRAINING  - Gladys  Prillerman  and  Betty  Carlin 
attended  the  training  event  in  Chicago  representing  the  Conference  Committee 
on  Nominations.  Maxie  Garrett  was  unable  to  attend.  Emphasis  was  placed  on 
the  importance  of  the  role  of  each  member  of  the  Nominations  Committee  to 
execute  successfully  the  selection  process  resulting  in  the  election  of 
strong,  well  prepared  and  inclusive  leadership.  The  final  session  dealt  with 
"Making  It  Work  Back  Home"  - addressing  questions  of  participants.  The 
training  event  was  informative,  motivating  and  filled  with  enthusiasm. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROGRAM  - Betty  Ferrington,  Vice  President,  gave  the 
following  report: 
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"This  committee  has  not  met  since  July.  As  chairperson,  I can 
report  on  programs  that  have  been  executed  and  those  in  the  planning 
stages.  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  was  held  in  October. 
Sally  Turner  and  Wilma  Crosby  did  an  excellent  job  of  organizing  and 
planning  this  event.  The  ladies  at  Pineville  First  Church  are  to  be 
commended  for  the  local  arrangements  for  BELT  and  the  mini  Annual 
Meeting. 

Sally  reported  that  approximately  one  hundred  officers  signed 
registration  sheets  but  not  that  many  completed  evaluation  forms  for 
District  Elected  Leaders  Training.  The  overall  evaluation  for  the 
training  event  was  excellent.  Comments  relative  to  combining  the 
mini  Annual  Meeting  and  BELT  were  very  positive. 

The  Financial  Promotion  Workshop  held  last  month  was  very 
informative  and  inspiring.  We  have  Judy  Rountree  to  thank  for  doing 
a superb  job  as  chairperson. 

Because  of  the  cancellation  of  the  1988  Annual  Meeting,  an 
administrative  decision  was  made  to  keep  the  site  for  the  1989 
meeting  in  the  Baton  Rouge/Hammond  District  and  at  the  Broadmoor 
United  Methodist  Church.  The  Monroe  District,  Taskgroup  Chairperson 
Bea  Moak  and  Assistant  Chairperson  Christine  Coleman,  have 
graciously  consented  to  be  put  on  hold  for  a year.  Alice  Story  and 
Lou  Alexander  have  said  yes  to  another  year  as  Chairperson  and 
Assistant  Chairperson.  This  taskgroup  met  and  decided  on  a theme, 
'Children  - Our  Future  Today'  with  the  emphasis  being  on  the 
Campaign  for  Children.  We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  obtained 
Kathleen  Guy  from  the  Children's  Defense  Fund  as  Keynote  Speaker. 
Kathy  collaborated  with  Women's  Division  on  the  Campaign  for 
Children.  This  promises  to  be  a fantastic  event  and  we  promise  that 
where  two  or  more  are  gathered  together  there  will  be  Annual 
Meeting ! 

You  have  received  the  newsletter  publicizing  the  Retreat. 
Helen  Bailey- Johnson  and  Virginia  Aswell  have  everything  well 
planned.  I spoke  with  Betty  Hodges  a few  weeks  ago  and  she  is 
looking  forward  to  being  with  us  again.  We  need  to  keep  her  in  our 
prayers  as  she  prepares  to  lead  us  for  the  week-end  of  March  17th, 
18th  and  19th.  Helen  reports  that  registration  is  at  110  as  of  last 
night . 

The  other  event  in  the  works  for  this  year  is  BELT.  This  event 
was  scheduled  for  October  14th.  However,  we  realized  that  this 
might  conflict  with  District  Annual  Meetings,  so  the  date  has  been 
changed  to  October  21st.  I notified  District  Vice  Presidents  of  the 
change  and  I hope  you  all  got  the  word.  Discussion  of  possible 
changes  in  the  format  and  time  length  for  this  meeting  is  on  the 
agenda  for  tomorrow. 

The  goals  adopted  by  this  body  were  published  in  the  Annual 
Meeting  Program  and  the  Conference  Newsletter.  From  readings 
District  Newsletters,  I think  a good  job  has  been  done  of  getting 
these  to  the  local  units.  Thanks  to  the  Districts  for  that." 

United  Methodist  Women  Assembly  will  be  May  3-6,  1990  in  Kansas 
City,  Missouri.  The  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  will  meet 
in  New  Orleans  this  summer  - look  for  exact  date  in  conference 
newsletter. " 
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COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb,  Chairperson,  gave  her  report  under 
officers'  reports. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  - Mary  Spell,  Chairperson,  announced  the  upcoming 
meeting  of  the  Committee  to  be  held  on  April  15th  at  Bunkie.  Expense  vouchers 
were  distributed. 

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  - Taylor  Phillips,  Assistant  Dean,  gave  the 
following  report: 

"The  School  of  Christian  Mission  Committee  met  in  November  to 
outline  our  school  events  for  the  year.  A group  list  for 
transportation  has  been  compiled  for  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  - 
we  are  in  the  process  of  planning  to  travel  by  vans.  Norma 
Winegeart  and  Ray  Holt  will  be  driving. 

We  are  working  to  make  this  the  best  school  ever.  Norma  and  I 
worked  for  two  days  to  compile  a list  of  responsibilities  for  each 
Conference  officer  and  School  Committee  person.  We  used  the  Women's 
Division  guidelines  to  do  this. 

All  teachers  have  been  contacted.  So  far  everything  is  on 
target.  George  Needham  will  be  moving  to  New  York  in  April.  The 
cost  to  Shreveport  is  $258.00  of  we  still  want  him  to  teach.  He 
will  attend  Regional  School  in  New  York.  I ask  that  you  approve 
this . 


We  will  be  meeting  in  March  to  do  the  Newsletter  for  the 
School. " 

COMMITTEE  ON  STANDING  RULES  - Mary  Margaret  Barr,  Chairperson,  asked  if 
all  officers  had  received  their  new  handbook  on  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 
She  requested  that  anyone  who  wanted  to  submit  recommended  changes  in  standing 
rules  to  get  them  to  her. 

The  meeting  was  recessed  with  the  following  unison  prayer:  "Almighty  God 
of  great  compassion,  your  beloved  Child  Jesus  willingly  endured  the  shame  and 
death  of  the  cross  for  our  redemption.  Grant  us  courage  to  take  up  our  cross 
and  follow  him  in  newness  of  life  and  hope  toward  the  future  you  bring.  In 
the  strong  name  of  Jesus  we  make  this  prayer.  Amen." 

President  Janelle  McCammon  opened  the  morning  session  by  sharing 
reflections  from  the  Prayer  Calendar. 

Let  the  days  of  Lent  reveal  to  us  our  power  of  choice- -our 
simple  choice  of  language  or  of  silence,  the  use  or  misuse  of  our 
appetites,  senses  and  desires.  We  are  people  who  know  good  and  evil 
with  the  power  of  talent  to  use  one  or  the  other ...  .With  God's  help 
let  us  be  led  through  the  days  of  Lent  not  into  the  desert  but  to 
solitude;  not  to  the  high  places  or  temples  but  to  a vision  of  more 
than  our  wants.  Let  us  not  ask  to  be  shown  the  kingdoms  of  the 
world,  but  the  face  of  Christ."  - John  Page,  Douglas,  Alaska 

The  President  discussed  what  the  Louisiana  Conference  had  done  and  the 
progress  made  in  the  area  of  promoting  the  Charter  on  Racial  Justice. 
Apparently,  such  efforts  were  not  made  throughout  the  Women's  Division. 
Special  emphasis  will  be  undertaken  for  the  next  quadrennium.  Each  conference 
is  to  set  up  a Committee  on  Racial  Justice  Policies  - comprised  of  seven 
members : 
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Conference  president  - who  will  serve  as  chairperson 
Mission  Coordinator  of  Christian  Social  Involvement 
Chairperson,  Committee  on  Nominations 
4 members  elected  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations: 

One  district  president 

One  additional  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 

Two  additional  members  selected  to  insure  inclusiveness 
and/or  special  expertise  in  the  skills  necessary  to 
accomplish  a special  task 

Members  are  to  serve  three  years  and  the  Committee  has  no  conclusion  date. 
Its  function  shall  be  to  develop  and  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee 
plans  for  implementation  of  the  Racial  Charter  and  plans  for  training  district 
and  local  leadership  in  the  implementation  of  the  Racial  Charter  and  to 
regularly  evaluate  the  progress  made  on  the  approved  local  and  district 
implementation  plans.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  was  asked  to  to  come  back 
with  a report  on  this  Committee  later  in  the  day. 

The  President  reminded  the  district  presidents  that  each  district  having 
a change  of  member  to  serve  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations  is  to  submit  three 
(3)  nominations  selected  by  the  district  executive  committee  to  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Nominations  by  the  April  meeting  of  the  Committee.  (A  resume 
with  years  of  tenure  should  be  sent  for  each  nominee.)  Those  whose  terms 
expire  this  year  are  Gladys  Revels,  Alexandria  District;  Dorothy  Dunbar,  Baton 
Rouge/Lafayette  District;  and  Hilda  D.  Sills,  New  Orleans/Houma  District. 

The  President  briefly  discussed  the  recent  correspondence  sent  to  local 
units  of  United  Methodist  Women  and  United  Methodist  Men  concerning  the 
Pendleton  House  project.  Marion  Eggerton  explained  that  this  was  a means  of 
informing  both  the  women  and  men  of  the  churches.  This  is  not  a United 
Methodist  Women  project  and  we  must  be  careful  to  support  our  own  channels  of 
giving.  It  was  pointed  out  that  our  pledge  money  is  considered  mission  money 
and  is  to  be  used  for  that  purpose.  As  women  members  of  the  local  church,  we 
are  to  be  supportive  of  church  projects  (advance  specials).  United  Methodist 
Women  need  to  understand  our  position  and  to  interpret  it  to  others.  It  is 
not  the  responsibility  of  United  Methodist  Women  to  support  advance  specials 
but  to  support  those  things  that  are  uniquely  ours. 


Vice  President  Betty  Ferrington  asked  the  Executive  Committee  to  give 
consideration  to  changing  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  to  an  overnight 
event  in  order  to  alleviate  the  time  limitation  for  leadership  training  and  to 
accommodate  participants  who  travel  long  distances  for  the  one  day  session. 
Reasons  given  to  justify  that  the  overnight  event  would  be  cost  effective 
were: 

1.  It  would  give  time  for  groups  of  officers  to  coordinate  plans  and 
programs,  such  as,  presidents,  secretaries  and  publicity/public 
relations  leaders;  treasurers  and  financial  interpreters;  vice 
presidents  and  mission  coordinators;  and  membership  and  program 
resource  leaders. 


2.  It  would  give  an  opportunity  for  every  officer  to  become  familiar 
with  the  responsibilities  of  other  members  of  the  team  - need 

to  see  the  total  picture. 

3.  It  would  give  time  for  community  building  and  a foundation  of 
a mission  team  concept  - leadership  development. 
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The  Tall  Timbers  facility  would  be  available  for  $22.00  per  person  (lodging 
and  meals).  Adequate  space  and  meeting  rooms  are  available.  The  cost  was 
deemed  reasonable  and  the  accommodations  comfortable  and  convenient.  The 
overnight  event  needs  to  be  initiated  in  the  fall  of  1989  in  order  to  have  an 
experienced  president  to  implement  the  change.  Additionally,  out-going 
officers  need  to  be  responsible  for  officer  training  sessions  with  in-coming 
officers  present  if  possible  - both  in  the  conference  and  the  districts.  All 
new  officers  should  be  urged  to  attend  training  sessions  and  informed  of  this 
when  asked  to  serve.  The  cost  would  be  an  additional  $2200.00  - funds  for 
this  year  would  be  taken  from  lodging  and  travel  expenditures  and  an  amount 
will  be  budgeted  for  future  years  if  advisable.  Expectations,  suggestions  and 
details  will  be  consider  by  the  Committee  on  Program. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Taylor  Phillip  and  seconded  by  Winderlean  Lewis 
that  the  proposal  for  a two-day  officer  training  at  District  Elected  Leaders 
Training  be  approved  as  presented.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

SELECTION  OF  DEAN  AND  ASSISTANT  DEAN  - The  training  for  Dean  and 
Assistant  Dean  is  held  every  other  year  during  Annual  Meeting.  It  will  not 
feasible  for  Taylor  Phillip  and  Norma  Winegeart  to  serve  another  year  as  Dean 
and  Assistant  Dean  - this  would  mean  they  would  serve  for  three  terms.  In 
order  to  get  back  into  the  pattern,  a dean  and  assistant  dean  need  to  be 
selected  at  this  time. 

Ola  McNaughton  and  Gladys  Prillerman  were  selected  as  Dean  and  Assistant 
Dean  for  1990,  respectively. 

CAMPAIGN  FOR  CHILDREN  - The  Committee  discussed  how  each  officer  can 
assume  some  responsibility  for  initiating  a program  and  what  has  already  been 
implemented.  Since  the  emphasis  for  the  Annual  Meeting  will  be  on  children, 
women  in  the  Conference  will  be  more  knowledgeable  and  prepared  to  plan  and 
implement  activities  in  local  communities.  Specific  and  tangible  ways  to  help 
children  need  to  be  organized  and  achieved,  regardless  of  the  size  of  the  unit 
or  community.  Education  is  vital  to  its  success. 

Suggestions  for  the  four  mission  coordinators  included:  (1)  serve  as 
tutors  for  children  (honor  students  may  be  used  as  tutors),  (2)  serve  as 
volunteer  drivers  for  children  of  working  mothers,  (3)  use  supportive 
community  film,  "Who  Will  Speak  for  the  Children",  (4)  provide  an  after  school 
story-telling  and  story-reading  hour  - possibly  with  refreshments,  (5)  watch 
for  legislative  concerns  and  follow  through,  (6)  secure  program  materials  on 
agencies  in  the  state  that  provide  services  for  children,  (7)  sponsor  studies 
and  classes  for  young  women  with  children,  and  (9)  purchase  shoes  for  children 
who  need  them.  Since  the  Governor  has  proclaimed  this  year  as  "The  Year  of 
the  Young  Reader",  libraries  would  be  sources  of  programs  for  children. 
Emphasis  was  placed  on  the  first  step  - to  assess  the  needs  of  children  in  the 
community. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Insurance  - Mary  Spell,  Treasurer,  informed  the  Committee  that  the 
Conference  insurance  policy  will  expire  on  March  1,  1989  unless  it  is  renewed 
by  submitting  the  premium  due  in  the  amount  of  $100.00.  She  explained  that 
when  we  meet  at  this  facility.  Tall  Timbers  covers  the  insurance  of  the  group 
to  and  from  and  during  the  meetings. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Sally  Turner  and  seconded  by  Celina  Johnson  to 
authorize  the  Treasurer  to  renew  the  insurance  coverage  for  the  Conference 
with  the  same  company.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 
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Policy  for  Paying  Expenses  for  Guest  Speakers  and  Teachers  - The 
Committee  requested  that  Mary  Margaret  Barr  and  her  Committee  on  Standing 
Rules  recommend  guidelines  for  reimbursing  expenses  for  guest  speakers  and 
teachers  for  district  and  local  units.  This  information  will  need  to  be 
presented  to  local  units  through  the  district  newsletters,  etc. 

Goal-Setting  - Betty  Ferrington  stated  that  in-roads  have  been  made  in 
setting  goals  in  the  Conference  and  Districts  but  the  local  units  do  not  have 
ownership  of  these  goals.  She  recommended  that  the  goals  be  presented,  voted 
on  and  approved  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Betty  Ferrington  and  seconded  by  Taylor  Phillip 
that  the  goals  established  by  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  be  voted  on 
and  approved  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Special  Concern  - Dulac  - President  Janelle  McCammon  shared  that  the 
grant  in  the  amount  of  $446,000  from  Women's  Division  to  Dulac  for  the 
construction  of  a new  building  had  not  been  received.  Also,  appropriations 
for  Dulac  had  been  cut  from  $60,000  to  $14,000.  MacDonell's  funds  were  cut 
but  not  that  drastically. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Betty  Ferrington  and  seconded  by  Ceorgie 
Dunbar  to  direct  the  President  to  write  a letter  of  inquiry  concerning  this 
situation  to  Women's  Division.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Committee  on  Racial  Justice  - The  Committee  on  Nominations  announced  the 
members  of  the  Committee  as  follows:

The  motion  was  made  by  Hilda  Sills  and  seconded  by  Alice  Irving  that 
the  nominations  to  the  Committee  on  Racial  Justice  be  approved.  The  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Clarification  of  Standing  Rule  - Under  COMMITTEES  4.b.  the  sentence  shall 
read:  "Each  District  Executive  Committee  shall  submit  names  of  at  least  3 

persons,  including  UMW  experience,  to  the  Conference  Nominating  Committee  for 
their  consideration  when  making  nominations  to  the  Nominating  Committee  for 
the  UMW  Annual  Meeting."  (The  word  "to"  was  changed  "for"  where  underlined.) 
This  year  at  least  3 names  will  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
by  the  following  districts:  Alexandria,  Baton  Rouge/Lafayette  and  New 
Orleans/Hammond . 

Conference  Council  on  Ministries  - President  McCammon  asked  that  the 
Committee  select  two  nominations  for  the  Council  on  Ministries.  The  Committee 
elected  Janelle  McCammon  and  Judy  Rountree. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  with  prayer.

The  Executive  Committee,  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  met 
Monday,  July  17,  1989,  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  South  Cafeteria,  Centenary  College, 
Shreveport,  Louisiana.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Janelle  McCammon, 
President. 

Present  for  the  meeting  were  Janelle  McCammon,  Betty  Ferrington,  Sally  W. 
Turner,  Mary  F.  Spell,  Judith  Rountree,  Celina  T.  Johnson,  Wilma  Crosby, 
Georgia  Dunbar,  Taylor  Phillips,  Pat  Cobb,  Hilda  D.  Sills,  Seola  Callahan, 
Nancy  M.  Carruth,  Mary  Margaret  Barr,  Lueburda  J.  Myers,  Elouise  Sanders, 
Helen  Allemond,  Dorothy  Abraham,  Marie  Young,  Gladys  W.  Revels,  Marilyn  Ray, 
Alice  Irving,  Mary  Lou  France,  Lottie  Palazzo,  Winderlean  S.  Lewis,  Ola 
McNaughton,  Evelyn  Evans,  and  Nadine  Hardin. 

The  opening  worship  was  given  by  Hilda  D,  Sills.  The  theme  was 
"Thanksgiving".  The  call  to  worship  was  "0  give  thanks  to  the  Lord,  call  on 
his  name.  Make  known  his  deeds  among  the  people."  A hymn  entitled  "Stand  Up 
Ye  Christian  Women"  written  by  Thelma  Fields  Taylor  (1905-1977),  past 
president  of  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  Mount  Zion  United 
Methodist  Church,  to  the  tune  of  "Stand  Up,  Stand  Up  for  Jesus"  was  sung  by 
the  gathering.  A Litany  of  Thanksgiving  for  God's  bountiful  gifts  to  his 
children  because  his  love  is  everlasting  was  read  with  participation  by  the 
leaders.  She  closed  with  a prayer  of  thanksgiving  and  of  petition  for  divine 
guidance  for  the  leadership  of  United  Methodist  Women  and  for  the  School  of 
Christian  Mission. 

APPOINTMENTS  - Pat  Cobb  and  Betty  Ferrington  were  appointed  to  review  the 
minutes . 

MINUTES  - The  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  held  on  February 
10  and  11,  1989,  were  approved  as  printed  and  distributed. 

CORRESPONDENCE  - No  correspondence  was  received  since  the  last  meeting. 

MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  officer  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights: 

PRESIDENT  - Janelle  McCammon,  President  gave  the  following  report. 

"At  our  Mid-Year  Meeting  I reported  to  you  that  I was  looking 
forward  to  receiving  the  Evaluation  Reports  of  the  Districts, 
First,  I want  to  thank  you  for  the  splendid  response  to  my  plea  for 
100%  reporting.  Five  districts  had  100%.  One  district  lacked  only 
one  report,  one  four,  and  one  six.  We  had  91%  reporting  overall, 
and  that  is  far  better  than  we  have  ever  had. 

These  reports  showed  771  new  members.  Isn't  that  exciting! 

This  is  not  a net  gain,  and  we  will  need  to  work  very  hard  to 
increase  membership  if  we  are  to  meet  our  goal  for  1990.  But  we  are 
on  the  way!  We  also  have  an  increase  in  district  members,  in  units 
newly  organized  and  reorganized,  and  new  sub-groups.  A number  of 
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units  reported  increased  membership  among  young  women,  with 
continuing  ministry  to  every  age  group. 

With  more  accurate  reporting,  we  have  a clearer  picture  of  our 
accomplishments.  A total  of  472  studies  was  reported.  This  is  24 
more  than  last  year.  There  are  147  Bible  Study  Groups  and  much 
participation  in  Days  Apart  and  spiritual  growth  activities.  The 
Call  to  Prayer  and  Self  Denial  was  observed  in  235  units. 

Wide  use  is  being  made  of  our  program  resources.  There  are  931 
individual  subscriptions  to  Response  and  191  unit  subscriptions.  At 
Regional  School  we  were  urged  to  increase  Response  subscriptions  at 
least  one  per  unit  so  that  the  subscription  price  can  be  kept  at  the 
present  rate.  Many  units  are  making  good  use  of  our  publications. 

The  use  of  the  new  Gift  to  Mission  cards,  more  Special 
Recognition  gifts,  and  an  increase  in  World  Thank  Offerings  made 
possible  our  overpayment  of  pledge  last  year  by  $28,000  and  a total 
gift  to  mission  of  $342,000.  Our  undesignated  pledge  this  year  is 
$300,000,  and  with  your  wonderful  spirit  and  God’s  guidance,  I am 
confident  that  we  will  meet  this,  too! 

740  units  throughout  the  state  had  programs  in  areas  of  human 
and  social  justice  with  210  actions  reported  following  study.  As  I 
look  at  this,  I am  convinced  that  we  are  taking  seriously  our  goal 
to  become  better  informed  and  more  conscientious  in  our 
responsibility  for  Christian  action  in  society. 

United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday  was  reported  by  249  units.  We 
have  pioneered  in  this  observance,  and  now  many  other  conferences 
are  promoting  this  special  day  of  recognition  of  United  Methodist 
Women.  This  is  one  way  that  we  can  promote  understanding  of  the 
mission  of  United  Methodist  Women  as  well  as  in  district  and 
conference  meetings  and  training  events.  We  are  also  experiencing 
increased  attendance  at  these  events . 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  share  in  the  services  for  seven 
United  Methodist  Women  Sundays  and  three  special  meetings  with  local 
units.  This  spring  I have  attended  the  Assembly  of  Church  Women 
United,  Board  Meetings  of  the  Methodist  Children's  Home  and 
MacDonell,  worked  to  secure  the  appropriation  for  Dulac,  have 
participated  in  many  meetings  of  Conference  Boards  in  preparation 
and  planning  for  the  realignment  of  districts.  The  Presidents' 
Consultation  held  in  Dallas  in  early  April  for  the  Jurisdiction  was 
outstanding  as  was  the  Regional  School  which  many  of  us  recently 
attended. 

Our  presentation  for  Annual  Conference  this  year  highlighted 
the  work  of  the  districts  and  many  of  their  outstanding 
accomplishments.  The  District  Presidents  assisted  in  this 
presentation,  and  I deeply  appreciate  their  contribution  to  our 
report.  My  presentation  at  the  Laity  Hour  emphasized  that  MISSION 
is  our  reason  for  being  - from  the  beginning  to  the  present  time. 

We  look  forward  to  Annual  Meeting  with  its  emphasis  this  year 
on  'Children  - Our  Future  Today'.  We  feel  that  the  excellent 
program  that  is  being  prepared  will  give  great  impetus  to  the 
Campaign  for  Children  which  is  so  vital  a part  of  the  present 
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emphases  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

Again,  as  always,  I want  to  express  my  deepest  gratitude  for 
the  Mission  Team.  God  has  richly  blessed  us  in  these  past  years  and 
He  will  continue  to  do  so  as  we  work  together  for  the  building  of 
His  Kingdom  here  and  now.  My  constant  prayer  is  that  everything 
that  we  do  will  be  to  His  glory  and  pleasing  in  His  sight." 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Ferrington  gave  the  following  update  of  her 
activities  as  vice  president. 

"Several  weeks  ago,  as  part  of  my  Junior  High  Sunday  School 
lesson,  we  talked  about  Moses  and  the  burning  bush.  I asked  the 
question,  'How  can  you  recognize  that  you  are  standing  on  holy 
ground?'  I received  some  very  unusual  responses.  One  being  that 
holy  ground  is  not  always  as  spectacular  as  burning  bushes.  It  is 
sometimes  in  the  ordinary  discharge  of  our  Christian 
responsibilities.  In  preparing  this  report,  I looked  back  over  my 
calendar  and  thought  that  there  really  hasn't  been  anything  very 
exciting  happen  since  last  we  met.  Then,  I remembered  that  it  is 
not  always  in  the  burning  bush  that  we  meet  God.  I met  Him  in  two 
meetings  of  the  Baton  Rouge/Hammond  Executive  Committee.  World  Day 
of  Prayer  was  certainly  a time  of  communion  with  Him  and  fellow 
Christians.  Speaking  for  a meeting  of  the  Blackwater  Unit  was  an 
opportunity  to  share  His  love  and  the  work  of  United  Methodist 
Women.  Retreat  was  a 'burning  bush'  experience  for  me.  I have 
never  felt  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  I did  that  weekend. 

The  finance  committee  offered  a time  for  reflection  on  how  we  must 
be  responsible  in  spending  mission  dollars.  Writing  to  my  district 
counterparts  reminded  me  of  our  'oneness'  with  each  other  and  God. 

Four  meetings  of  our  local  unit  provided  a time  of  for  being  where 
the  action  of  United  Methodist  Women  really  is.  Organizing  and 
chairing  a meeting  of  the  North  Shore  District  was  rewarded  with  an 
enthusiastic  response  as  concepts  of  mission  were  restructured  and 
expanded.  Regional  School,  as  always,  provided  a learning,  growing 
experience.  No,  holy  ground  is  not  always  found  in  the  spectacular, 
exciting  experiences.  More  often  than  not,  we  find  it  in  the 
'everydayness'  of  Christian  living. 

As  an  addendum  to  the  above,  I have  prepared  a display  for  the 
School  of  Mission,  prepared  for  and  led  a meeting  of  the  Program 
Committee  this  morning  and  attended  a meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  and  a meeting  of  the  School  Committee  this  afternoon. 

Calendar  updates  are  as  follows:  November  3-4,  1989  - District 
Elected  Leaders  Training;  October  21,  1989  at  9:30  a.m.  - School 
Committee  Meeting,  Haas  Memorial  Methodist  Church,  Bunkie;  and 
August  18-19,  1989  - Louisiana  State  Meeting  of  The  World  Federation 
of  Methodist  Women,  Hotel  Inter-Continental,  New  Orleans." 

SECRETARY  - Sally  W.  Turner,  Secretary,  sought  the  support  of  District 
Presidents  to  (1)  encourage  each  local  unit  to  submit  $2.00  for  its  directory, 
not  mandatory  but  would  help  defray  the  cost  of  publication,  (2)  remind  each 
local  unit  to  secure  its  slate  of  officers  for  1990  in  August  for  election  in 
September  in  order  to  submit  roster  of  officers  to  district  secretaries  by 
early  October,  (3)  stress  the  importance  of  promptness  and  accuracy  in 
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reporting  this  information,  (4)  stress  to  district  secretaries  the  importance 
of  properly  preparing  the  address  labels  for  the  conference  newsletter  by 
following  the  instructions  of  the  editor  and  using  the  labels  provided,  and 
(5)  inform  local  units  of  their  responsibility  of  submitting  the  name  of  its 
local  president  to  Service  Center  for  mailings  sent  from  Women's  Division 
(example  - Campaign  for  Children  material). 

TREASURER  - Mary  F.  Spell,  Treasurer,  reported  that  $103,012.98 
representing  34.3%  of  our  Pledge  to  Mission  has  been  paid.  $24,758.00  of  the 
pledge  funds  have  been  retained  for  Administration  and  Membership  Development 
expenses.  The  A & MD  budget  expenditure  is  $24,640.60  or  50.9%  of  the 
budgeted  amount. 

There  is  a current  balance  of  $32,841.02  in  the  checking  account  and 
Certificates  of  Deposit  in  the  amount  of  $25,000.00. 

Five  districts  have  paid  between  45%  and  49%  and  four  have  paid  from  40% 
to  44%  of  their  pledge  to  mission. 

COORDINATORS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  coordinator  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights: 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  - Celina  T.  Johnson,  Christian  Personhood,  reported 
her  responsibilities  for  School  of  Christian  Mission  were  to  provide  table 
graces  for  each  meal  and  to  supply  the  Meditation  Room  with  inspirational 
material.  She  stated  that  attending  the  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission 
was  an  experience  of  joy  and  fulfillment. 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  - Wilma  Crosby,  Conference  Coordinator, 
reported  58  units  will  be  receiving  Certificates  of  Excellence  for  studies  and 
24  receiving  Certificates  of  Participation  in  studies.  Several  units 
completed  the  required  number  of  hours  but  did  not  meet  the  requirement  of 
taking  action.  The  displays  for  Certificates  are  being  prepared  by  District 
Coordinators  this  year.  "In  Service  of  Christ"  cards  are  being  sent  to 
missionaries  each  month.  District  Coordinators  are  being  encouraged  to  ask 
local  units  to  do  the  same.  Many  have  responded  with  notes  of  appreciation. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  - Georgia  Dunbar,  Conference  Coordinator, 
reported  that  the  Christian  Social  Involvement  leaders  have  been  working  on 
various  issues  which  touch  their  areas  - realizing  they  are  only  one  part  of 
the  whole  but  hope  that  they  have  kept  people  aware  of  society's  needs.  At 
Regional  School  of  Mission  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  issue  of  child  care  and 
sanctions  against  South  Africa  by  sending  350  cards  to  Congressmen.  Plans 
have  been  made  to  send  200  cards  during  the  Conference  School.  The  state 
issues  have  centered  around  the  lottery  question,  wetlands,  acid  rain  and 
abortion.  Certain  local  needs  were  confronted  as  well. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - Taylor  Phillips,  Conference  Coordinator,  commented 
that  supportive  community  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  offices  to  interpret  to 
members  because  of  its  misconception.  In  the  officer  update  session  at 
Regional  School,  Odell  Johnson  listed  some  specific  things  to  do  - copies  will 
be  distributed  to  district  counterparts.  Special  emphasis  will  be  on  the 
Campaign  for  Children.  Copies  of  a skit  to  help  promote  this  campaign  will  be 
issued  to  each  district  for  use  at  the  district  meetings  and  local  leaders 
workshops.  Skills  for  community  building  will  be  discussed  at  officers 
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update.  She  taught  the  study,  "Poverty  in  Our  Midst",  at  the  Lake  Charles 
District  Mini-School  and  will  teach  it  again  in  October  in  her  local  unit. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb,  Conference  Chairperson,  reported  the 
United  Methodist  Women  Sunday  scrapbook  contains  215  reports  to  date.  Many 
who  observed  this  celebration  have  not  reported.  Approximately  600  mission 
ribbons  are  left  - a request  was  made  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee 
to  promote  a two-for-the-price-of-one  sale  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 
Pat  announced  that  (1)  the  Lake  Charles  District  has  a new  unit  at  Hackberry 
United  Methodist  Church,  (2)  Trinity  Church  in  Crowley  is  interested  in 
starting  a new  unit,  and  (3)  Ruston  District  has  reported  a new  unit  at  Wesley 
Chapel.  District  presidents  were  asked  that  any  new  units,  along  with  the 
president's  name  and  address,  be  submitted  to  the  Membership  Committee  in 
order  to  recognize  them  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  "United  Methodist  Women: 
Growing  in  Mission",  a 15-minutes  video-tape,  is  a good  tool  to  promote 
membership  and  is  available.  Eighteen  applications  for  the  Estelle  Dameron 
Scholarship  have  been  received;  nine  for  each  school;  eleven  are  first-timers. 

PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lois  Heath,  Secretary,  was  absent  due  to  illness.  No 
report  was  given.  Sally  Nash,  Secretary  of  Program  Resources  for  the 
Shreveport  District,  will  be  in  charge  of  the  resource  materials  during  the 
School  of  Christian  Mission. 

PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Seola  Callahan  commented  that  Judith 
Palermo,  editor  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Reporter,  has  been  giving  United 
Methodist  Women  good  coverage.  Some  local  units  have  sent  publicity  directly 
to  the  newspaper  - this  is  encouraging  because  publicity  is  everybody's  job. 
She  reviewed  the  officer  update  sessions  she  attended  at  Regional  School.  One 
added  feature  of  Conference  School  publicity  this  year  will  be  an  interview 
with  Reverend  Ester  Hammond  who  is  teaching  the  Study  of  Islam  by  a reporter 
from  The  Shreveport  Times.  "United  Methodist  Women  have  a great  story  to 
tell.  Let's  all  go  out  and  tell  it." 

EDITOR  - Nancy  Carruth,  editor  of  the  Conference  Newsletter,  reported  the 
Annual  Meeting  edition  is  at  the  printer  and  will  be  mailed  in  early  August. 
A slip  sheet  on  the  financial  "31-derful  ways"  will  be  included  again  this 
year.  She  asked  district  presidents  to  emphasize  to  their  secretaries  the 
importance  of  following  instructions  in  the  preparation  of  mailing  labels  for 
the  newspaper. 

HISTORIAN  - Dorothy  Abraham,  Conference  Historian,  announced  that  she  has 
received  the  video  tape  entitled  "United  Methodist  Women:  Growing  in  Mission" 
from  the  Women's  Division  through  Reverend  Julius  Jefferson,  Area  Secretary  of 
Global  Ministries.  The  tape  may  be  checked  out  by  contacting  the  Conference 
Historian.  The  history  of  each  United  Methodist  Women  District  is  being 
collected  - the  history  may  be  in  the  form  of  a written  report  or  a video 
tape.  Articles  of  interest  on  various  districts  and/or  units  are  continuously 
be  clipped.  Members  of  the  team  were  asked  to  send  anything  that  they  would 
like  to  have  included  in  the  scrapbook  to  her. 

FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Judy  Rountree,  Conference  Secretary  of 
Financial  Interpretation  gave  the  following  report: 

"Financial  Interpretation  is  on-going  throughout  the 
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Conference.  several  districts  have  had  a meeting  with  emphasis  on 
finance  and  others  are  planned  for  the  fall.  I conducted  a workshop 
for  the  Monroe  District  in  the  spring. 

The  31-derful  day  format  for  World  Thank  offering  has  been 
rewritten  with  the  Bible  Study  remaining  the  same.  It  is  at  the 
printers  and  will  again  be  issued  with  the  fall  newsletter.  Please 
do  all  you  can  to  promote  this  and  encourage  your  district  to 
participate  during  the  month  of  October. 

Also  revised  was  the  Mission  Candle  letter.  Consideration  is 
being  given  to  doing  something  different  with  the  Mission  Candle 
next  year.  If  it  works  out,  you  will  hear  more  about  this  at  Mid- 
Year  meeting. 

The  Pledge  Service  will  utilize  information  from  the  Campaign 
for  Children  booklet.  Campaign  for  Children  is  designed  for  hands- 
on-mission--action,  advocacy,  and  local  involvement- -by  local  women 
to  save  our  children.  The  designated  monetary  channel  is  the 
special  emphasis  of  1989-1992,  Hope  and  Wholeness  for  Children  and 
Youth.  Another  good  channel  for  funds  for  children  is  the  Assembly 
of fering- -Witness  for  Children  and  Youth  in  a New  World.  A flyer 
will  be  sent  to  each  local  unit  concerning  these  channels.  All 
funds  for  the  Assembly  offering  will  need  to  be  collected  by  April 
so  they  can  be  brought  to  Kansas  City. 

Recent  grants  by  Women's  Division  included  $60,000  for  the 
Street  Academy  at  St.  Mark's  and  $16,000  for  maintenance  of  St. 
Mark's  totaling  $76,000  in  New  Orleans.  Funding  was  released  for  a 
completely  new  community  center  building  at  Dulac  costing  $500,000. 
National  Division  was  instructed  to  fund  the  program  for  the 
community  center.  A conditional  grant  of  $500,000  to  National 
Division  to  reduce  the  $637,392  deficit  was  made.  One  of  the  three 
conditions  being  that  at  least  $281,500  be  restored  from  cuts  to 
programs  for  women  and  children  at  properties  owned  by  the  women's 
unit,  as  Dulac,  St.  Mark's  and  McDonel's. 

A recent  article  in  Response  featured  Crossline  Ministries. 
This  was  a grant  from  National  Division  made  available  by 
undesignated  giving.  This  does  not  mean  Crosslines  is  a United 
Methodist  Women  supported  agency  but  rather  one  of  many  supported 
through  funds  given  by  both  Women's  Division  to  National  Division 
and  World  Service  funds  from  local  churches  to  National  Division. 
Please  encourage  your  local  congregation  to  pay  their  World  Service 
apportionments.  Local  units  of  United  Methodist  Women  need  to  be 
encouraged  to  give  designated  funds  to  Dulac,  MacDonel's  and  St. 
Mark's. 

All  of  the  above  grants  coming  back  into  Louisiana  are  only 
possible  when  we  give  the  primary  portion  of  our  gifts  undesignated. 

Please  continue  to  promote  and  use  Gift  to  Mission  Cards  and 
encourage  each  unit  to  give  one  additional  Special  Mission 
Recognition  pin  this  year.  Through  the  use  of  our  'Love  Channels' 
we  can  meet  and  exceed  our  Pledge  to  Mission. 

As  Theressa  Hoover  said  at  regional  school,  'We  aren't  any 
greater  than  any  group  of  Christians  ought  to  be.'"

A letter  of  assignments,  a calendar  of  upcoming  meetings,  and  a job 
description  for  each  prospective  office  were  mailed  to  each  candidate.  A 
letter  of  acceptance  was  requested  from  each  nominee.  She  discussed  her 
particpation  in  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  and  her  sharing  our  Conference 
booklet,  "Strengthening  the  Committee  on  Nominations"  and  the  procedure  that 
is  used  to  get  the  booklet  into  the  hands  of  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  on  both  conference  and  district  levels.  In  evaluating  the  work 
and  progress  of  Conferences,  the  Louisiana  Conference  team  should  be  commended 
for  a job  well  done.  Her  closing  statement  was  "May  God  continue  to  shower 
His  blessings  upon  all  of  us  and  our  families  so  that  we  may  continue  to 
advance  His  kingdom  on  earth." 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROGRAM  - Betty  Ferrington,  Chairperson,  gave  a report  from 
the  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  earlier  in  the  day.  Judy  Rountree  was 
elected  Assistant  Chairperson.  Reports  were  heard  from  Chairpersons  of 
Taskgroups  on  the  1988  Annual  Meeting  and  District  Elected  Leaders  Training. 
Also,  reports  were  given  on  the  1989  Financial  Promotion  Workshop,  1989 
Retreat  and  the  forthcoming  1989  Annual  Meeting. 

Recommendations  from  this  committee  were: 

1.  to  approve  appointment  of  of  Bea  Moak  as  Taskgroup  Chairperson 
for  1990  Annual  Meeting  and  Christine  Coleman  as  Assistant 
Chairperson. 

2.  to  approve  appointment  of  Janelle  McCammon  as  Chairperson  for 
Taskgroup  of  1991  Retreat  and  Betty  Ferrington  as  Assistant 
Chairperson. 

3.  to  approve  appointment  of  Elouise  Sanders  as  Chairperson  of 
Taskgroup  for  1990  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  and 
Sally  Nash  as  Assistant  Chairperson. 

4.  to  approve  an  In-Conference  Christian  Social  Responsibility 
Interpretation  Workshop  to  be  held  on  one  of  the  following 
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dates:  March  9-11,  March  30  - April  1,  or  January  12-lA, 

1990. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Judy  Rountree  and  seconded  by  Seola  Callahan 
to  accept  the  above  recommendations  of  the  Program  Committee.  The  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

The  1989  goals  were  reviewed  and  feedback  from  the  President's  Report 
show  that  the  districts  and  local  units  are  working  to  attain  these  goals. 
With  that  in  mind  the  committee  refined  and  changed  some  of  these  goals. 
Other  goals  were  considered  best  used  in  the  ongoing  programming  through 
officers'  trainings  and  updates.  The  following  refined,  changed  and  new  goals 
were  presented  for  approval. 

1.  Increase  membership  to  13,500  by  1990  through  establishing 
a unit  in  every  church  and  increasing  membership  in  each 
established  unit. 

2.  Increase  undesignated  giving  to  $323,000  in  1990  by: 

a.  each  member  increase  pledge  10(t  a day  to  fund  one 
minute  of  mission,  $36.50. 

b.  all  district  and  conference  offerings  go  undesignated. 

c.  each  unit  give  one  more  Special  Mission  Recognition 
and  all  units  give  at  least  one. 

d.  each  unit  emphasize  the  World  Thank  Offering  using  the 
"31-derful  Ways"  Campaign  in  October. 

3.  Promote  the  implementation  of  the  Campaign  for  Children  in 
each  local  unit. 

4.  Emphasize  the  four  missional  areas  - Christian  Personhood, 
Supportive  Community,  Christian  Social  Involvement,  and 
Christian  Global  Concerns  through: 

a.  individual  participation  in  the  Reading  Program. 

b.  Unit  participation  in  the  Mission  Studies. 

c.  utilization  of  United  Methodist  Women's  program 
resources  and  publication. 

5.  Implement  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Betty  Ferrington  and  seconded  by  Sally  Turner 
that  the  proposed  goals  for  1990  for  Lousiana  Conference  United  Methodist 
Women  be  adopted  as  listed  above.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  question  was  asked,  "What  strategies  would  be  used  in  he 
implementation  of  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies  and  what  progress 
has  been?"  The  response  was  that  the  strategies  are  incorporated  within  the 
policies . 

President  McCammon  stated,  "Reports  from  the  districts  show  that  the 
Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  is  composed  of  approximately  25% 
black  memberships  and  75%  white  members  and  that  without  exception  every 
district  team  and  the  conference  team  have  more  than  25%  black 
representation  - the  present  representation  is  more  than  one-third.  On  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  this  year,  the  black  representation  has  been  66  2/3%. 
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In  all  of  the  comparisons  that  we  have  done  within  other  conferences,  we  have 
apparently  worked  harder  at  being  inclusive  than  many  of  the  others  - we  do 
have  results  to  show  for  it.  Louisiana  Conference  has  more  black 
representation  than  any  other  conference  in  the  West  Gulf  Region.  The  first 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Racial  Justice  Policies  will  meet  on  July  18, 
1989,  at  9:30  a.m.  The  Louisiana  Conference  has  made  great  strides  in  being 
inclusive;  however,  not  as  much  progress  has  been  made  on  the  local  level.  As 
United  Methodist  Women,  we  are  committed  to  overcoming  barriers  that  separate 
people  and  particularly  those  that  represent  injustice,  inequality  and 
inequity.  The  first  thing  we  are  asked  to  do  is  to  assess  what  we  have  done 
in  the  last  few  years.  In  1983  a booklet  entitled.  Opening  Doors  to  Racial  - 
Ethnic  Understanding  (a  reflection  and  action  guide),  was  published  by  the 
Louisiana  Conference  and  distributed  by  request  to  other  conference.  Erelyne 
Bradford  and  Estelle  Dcuneron  made  a presentation  in  the  districts  with  the 
goal  to  promote  the  Charter  in  all  local  units.  The  agenda  for  the  committee 
meeting  is  to  determine  where  we  are  and  where  we  should  go  from  here  to  be 
what  United  Methodist  Women  are  committed  to  be  and  that  is  to  be  an  inclusive 
fellowship  that  loves  and  cares  for  each  other  in  the  context  of  service  to 
God.  God  does  not  call  us  to  status  quo  - God  goes  out  there  before  us  and  he 
calls  us  to  follow  Him  and  that  is  precisely  what  we  are  trying  to  do." 

1989  CONEERENCE  RETREAT  - Betty  Ferrington  read  the  following  report 
from  Helen  Bailey  Johnson,  Chairperson  of  this  event: 

"'Spreading  the  Glory,  Rekindling  the  Flame'  was  the  theme  of 
the  1989  Retreat,  March  17-19,  at  the  Methodist  Seashore  Assembly  in 
Biloxi,  Mississippi. 

Our  most  capable  leader,  Betty  Hodges  of  Decatur,  Georgia,  led 
us  through  the  Book  of  Psalms.  Spiritual  singing  by  many  beautiful 
voices  highlighted  the  Retreat  which  was  led  by  Betty  Ferrington  and 
Helen  Franklin.  There  was  a time  for  meditation,  personal  devotion, 
renewal  and  quiet  time  as  we  worshiped  together. 

The  attendance  was  not  as  great  as  in  previous  years.  We  were 
told  through  evaluation  that  this  was  due  to  the  Easter  holidays. 

Every  District  was  represented.  The  at-home  retreatants  were 
sent  the  same  material  as  was  used  at  the  Reatreat." 

1989  SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  - Taylor  Phillips,  Dean,  gave  the 
following  report: 

"All  our  study  leaders  have  been  certified  and  they  are  are 
here.  Two  changes  in  the  leadership  had  to  be  made  because  of 
illness.  Betty  Ferrington  will  coordinate  the  music  and  Sally  Nash 
will  be  responsible  for  Program  Resources. 

Persons  wishing  to  write  a proposal  for  a study  can  do  so. 
Suggestions  must  be  sent  to  Women's  Division  by  August  15,  1989. 

We  would  like  to  recommend  that  Evelyn  Evans'  name  be  sent  in 
for  the  Children's  Workers  Workshop  to  be  held  in  June  1990.  This 
will  be  at  our  expense,  less  $25  subsidy  by  Women's  Division.  Only 
25  names  will  be  selected  from  the  ones  nominated  by  the 
conferences. 

As  of  today,  we  have  268  persons  registered  for  the  Schools  and 
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more  are  coming  in.  We  are  asking  for  your  prayers  and  your 

cooperation  for  a successful  school." 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  - Mary  Spell,  Chairperson,  reported  that  the 
Committee  set  the  1990  Pledge  at  $315,000  which  is  a five  percent  (5%) 
increase  ($15,000).  The  projected  fair  share  giving  goal  is  $323,000.  The 
proposed  Administration  and  Membership  Development  Budget  for  1990  is  $51,545. 
The  proposed  budget  was  adopted  for  presentation  and  approval  at  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

COMMITTEE  ON  STANDING  RULES  - Mary  Margaret  Barr,  Chairperson, 
distributed  the  most  recent  Standing  Rules  (Revised  1986)  to  those  officers 
who  had  not  received  a copy  - these  are  to  be  passed  on  to  each  officer's 
successor.  Current  financial  guidelines  for  the  various  events  were  given  to 
the  appropriate  Conference  officers. 

A recommendation  was  made  to  establish  and  communicate  suggestions  to 
local  units  in  particular  for  paying  the  travel  expenses  of  study  leaders, 
conference  officers,  etc.  who  are  invited  to  lead  studies,  workshops,  etc. 
This  need  was  addressed  also  at  the  last  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

The  Committee  asked  the  Committee  on  Standing  Rules  to  present  a proposal 
for  consideration  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

1989  ANNUAL  MEETING  - The  Conference  Annual  Meeting  of  United  Methodist 
Women  will  be  at  Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  September  15- 
16,  1989.  The  theme  for  the  meeting  will  be  lifting  up  the  Campaign  for 
Children  and  children  will  be  involved  in  the  program.  Kathleen  Guy  who  wrote 
the  "Campaign  for  Children"  will  be  the  speaker  on  Friday.  Judy  Watts  will 
speak  on  the  "Agenda  for  Children"  on  Saturday.  The  Broadmoor  Women's 
Ensemble  and  Bell  Choir  and  the  Children's  Liturgical  Dance  Choir  will 
participate.  Reverend  Carolyn  Brannon  and  Reverend  Carol  Susan  Winn  will  led 
worship  services  and  Bishop  William  Oden  will  be  the  Celebrant  for  the  Service 
of  Holy  Communion. 

Betty  Ferrington  expressed  appreciation  to  Alice  Story,  Chairperson;  Lou 
Alexander,  Assistant  Chairperson;  and  the  ladies  of  the  Broadmoor  United 
Methodist  Church  and  the  Baton  Rouge/Hammond  District. 

DISTRICT  ELECTED  LEADERS  TRAINING  - Seola  Callahan,  Chairperson,  reported 
that  this  event  is  scheduled  for  Friday  and  Saturday,  November  3 and  4,  1989, 
at  Tall  Timbers  Conference  Center  near  Alexandria.  The  theme  will  be  "For 
Such  a Time  As  This",  Esther  4:14.  Reverend  Fay  Barrhartung  will  be  the 
emphasis  speaker.  A tentative  schedule  and  a flyer  are  ready  for  distribution 
to  this  Committee.  Each  District  President  will  receive  a letter  asking  her 
to  provide  the  names  of  those  elected  officers  that  will  be  attending.  These 
names  need  to  be  submitted  immediately  following  district  annual  meetings  but 
no  later  than  October  20.  The  success  of  DELT  actually  depends  on  the 
attendance  by  the  district  officers  and  the  preparation  and  presentation  by 
the  conference  officers.  "We  are  all  a team.  .. receiving  and  giving  to  one 
another.  I'm  going  to  give  this  my  best  effort...!  know  I can  count  of  each 
of  you  to  do  the  same." 

SOUTH  CENTRAL  JURISDICTION  UPDATES 

Lueburda  J.  Myers,  Secretary  of  the  Core  Planning  Group,  brought 
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greetings  from  our  jurisdictional  officers  and  reviewed  her  responsibilities 
and  activities  - highlighting  the  Conference  Presidents'  Consultation  in 
Dallas,  Texas,  and  the  preparation  and  leadership  of  the  Campaign  for  Children 
workshops  as  a segment  of  the  Women's  Division  Update.  Organizing  and 
preparing  the  Core  Planning  Group  directory  for  conferences,  etc.  is  her 
responsibility.  She  perused  the  Louisiana  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations 
of  the  Core  Planning  Group's  file  and  asked  members  of  the  team  who  were 
interested  to  submit  their  names  to  update  the  file  (this  is  like  the 
Conference  talent  bank).  She  cited  her  schedule  for  upcoming  jurisdictional 
meetings . 

Judy  Rountree,  member  of  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  team,  gave  the 
following  report  for  the  1990  School  to  be  held  at  Centenary  College: 

"The  dates  of  the  1990  school  were  set  to  encompass  a week-end 
for  1990.  This  was  two-fold  in  reasoning,  a working  woman  would  not 
have  to  miss  a whole  week  of  work,  and  travel  is  not  as  expensive  if 
it  includes  an  overnight  on  Saturday.  This  will  work  a hardship, 
possibly,  on  some  clergy  but  the  main  purpose  of  Regional  School  is 
to  provide  a school  for  conference  committees.  There  are  several 
ways  to  certify  for  being  a study  group  leader. 

The  theme  is  "Christian  Faith  and  Cultural  Realities",  studying 
Galatians;  People  of  a Prophetic  Church:  Central  America;  and 
Gospel,  Culture  and  Media.  Study  group  leaders  at  the  school  will 
include  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Hearn- -Ann  will  lead  Galatians  and  Woody 
will  lead  Central  America. 

We  will  be  the  host  conference  providing  us  an  opportunity  to 
share  our  wonderful  facilities  and  southern  hospitality  with  the 
rest  of  the  west  Gulf  Region.  Evelyn  Evans  has  been  appointed  to 
the  West  Gulf  Planning  Team  as  Person  Coordinating  Local 
Arrangements.  I know  you  will  be  hearing  more  from  her  as  plans 
progress . 

The  learning  Center  was  such  a success  this  year,  it  will  be 
repeated  for  next  year.  Our  assignment  falls  under  Gospel,  Culture 
and  Media.  It  is  the  Black  Interpretation  of  the  Gospel  as  a 
significant  shaper  of  North  American  culture. 

Also,  the  Worship  Committee  has  requested  the  names  of  any 
instrumental  talent  within  the  pattern  of  attendance.  If  any  of  you 
play  a musical  instrument,  please  give  me  your  name.  A special 
request  was  for  a gospel  pianist.  This  person  does  not  have  to  be 
in  the  pattern  of  attendance. 

We  are  hoping  to  visit  the  television  studio  at  First  United 
Methodist  Church  here  and  possibly  having  a spot  on  'Catch  the 
Spirit'  as  we  are  the  most  ethnically  diverse  regional  school." 

FINANCIAL  CONSULTANT  - Nadine  Hardin,  Financial  Consultant  representing 
Women's  Division  to  the  Louisiana  Conference,  expressed  appreciation  to  the 
conference  team  for  their  leadership  particularly  in  the  area  of  undesignated 
giving.  The  1988  goal  was  not  fully  reached;  however,  the  Louisiana 
Conference  came  on  and  did  their  share.  She  discussed  phases  of  the  program 
on  undesignated  giving  and  plans  to  work  with  the  district  leadership  teams  to 
work  and  communicate  more  effectively  with  the  local  units.  It  is  important 
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that  the  local  units  be  targeted  in  1989  if  we  want  to  see  results  within  our 
time-line  for  achieving  the  goal  of  $24,000,000  by  the  end  of  1990.  It  is 
important  that  we  build  into  our  work  in  1990  the  assurance  of  continuing 
efforts  to  increase  undesignated  giving  as  an  ongoing  part  of  our  program. 

DISTRICT  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  District  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights. 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT  - Winder lean  Lewis,  District  President,  reported  the 
district  retreat  was  held  April  8th  at  Bethel  United  Methodist  Church  led  by 
the  district  team  - the  Love  Feast  was  conducted  by  Winderlean  Lewis.  The 
recent  newsletter  encouraged  members  to  attend  the  School  of  Christian  Mission 
and  included  a list  of  approaching  events.  She  closed,  "This  is  my  tenure 
year  as  president  and  district  member,  it  is  great  to  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  share  and  work  with  all  the  ladies  of  the  District  and  the  great  State  of 
Louisiana. " 

BATON  ROUGE /HAMMOND  DISTRICT  - Alice  Irving,  District  President,  gave  a 
report  on  the  following  activities:  United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday  programs 
at  Ingleside  United  Methodist  Church  and  Clinton  United  Methodist  Church,  on 
April  8 a chartered  bus  carried  forty-six  people  to  MacDonell  and  Dulac  to 
tour  Louisiana  mission  projects,  and  the  Service  of  Consecration  for  St. 
Mark's  United  Methodist  Church  on  Sunday,  June  11.  The  Baton  Rouge /Hammond 
District  realizes  they  have  a lot  to  do  concerning  the  realignment  of  the 
districts.  They  are  working  with  the  Baton  Rouge/Lafayette  District  to  have  a 
slate  of  officers  for  the  new  Baton  Rouge  District  after  the  District  Annual 
Meeting  in  October. 

BATON  ROUGE/ LAFAYETTE  DISTRICT  - Helen  Allemond,  District  President, 
reviewed  special  events,  such  as,  the  District  Annual  Day  apart  held  March  4 
at  Wesley  United  Methodist  Church  in  Baton  Rouge,  the  Annual  United  Methodist 
Women  Luncheon  at  Indian  Bayou,  and  the  District  Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  at 
Louisiana  Memorial  United  Methodist  Church  in  Opelousas  - the  program  will 
phase  out  the  existing  district  using  the  theme  "Successful  Endings  - Faithful 
Beginnings".  Organizational  meetings  of  the  new  Acadiana  District  have  gone 
well.  The  Committee  made  the  decision  to  ask  the  officers  living  in  Acadiana 
District  to  continue  to  serve.  The  nominating  committee  was  changed  to 
include  only  the  members  located  in  Acadiana  District.  Paula  Milo  was  elected 
to  serve  as  chairperson,  since  the  present  chairperson  lives  in  Baton  Rouge. 
Other  officers  will  be  nominated  to  replace  those  living  outside  the  new 
district.  A complete  slate  of  officers  will  be  ready  for  approval  by  the 
executive  committee  when  they  meet  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Her 
closing  statements  were  "My  reward  for  serving  as  President  of  the  Baton 
Rouge/Lafayette  District  is  the  many  close  friendships  with  so  many  loving  and 
kind  United  Methodist  Women.  I shall  miss  working  with  the  ladies  that  live 
in  the  Acadiana  District.  I now  look  forward  to  a 'New  Horizon'  - the  Baton 
Rouge  District." 

LAKE  CHARLES  DISTRICT  - Mary  Lou  France,  District  President,  presented 
the  highlights  for  the  spring.  The  Lake  Charles  District  retreat  led  by 
Janice  Burch  assisted  by  Reverend  Howard  Childs  and  Reverend  Ray  Holt  had  as 
its  theme,  "Be  still  and  know  that  I am  God".  Lake  Charles  District  members 
assisted  with  and  attended  the  Laity  Dinner  held  at  Henning  United  Methodist 
Church  with  Marilyn  Oden  as  the  featured  speaker.  Under  the  leadership  of 
Frances  Cole,  Coordinator  of  Supportive  Community,  the  mission  team  members 
were  assigned  the  various  units  of  the  District  to  contact,  visit  and 
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encourage  them  in  the  Shepherdess  Program  and  to  take  part  in  the  Campaign  for 
Children.  Sybil  Moore,  Chairperson  on  Membership,  has  been  very  busy 
encouraging  all  units  to  have  a United  Methodist  Women  Sunday  and  to  report 
it  - the  goal  of  100%  was  reached.  Lake  Charles  District  announced  another 
new  unit  organized  and  officers  installed  on  June  18  at  the  Hackberry  United 
Methodist  Church  - that  makes  two  new  units  in  1989.  The  district  treasurer 
stated  reports  were  good  for  the  first  and  second  quarters  - anticipates 
meeting  the  goal  of  increased  pledging  for  1989. 

MONROE  DISTRICT  - Marie  Young,  District  President,  stated  that  in  an 
effort  to  get  District  members,  the  district  team  has  been  very  busy  visiting 
the  local  units,  contacting  churches  where  there  are  no  units,  and  making 
contact  with  units  that  have  disbanded.  The  Spring  Retreat  was  held  in  April 
with  Ola  McNaughton  as  the  leader.  She  reviewed  the  activities  of  the 
District  and  the  up-coming  events.  The  prayer  chain  is  going  very  well  with 
calls  twice  a month  unless  it  is  necessary  to  relate  special  information  to 
the  members  - this  keeps  the  team  in  touch  with  all  units  over  the  district.

Cynthia  Streams  has  done  an  excellent  job  each  year  in  coordinating  this 
event.  It  was  a rare  privilege  to  be  able  to  participate  in  the  report  to  the 
Annual  Conference  with  the  Conference  President  and  other  District  Presidents 
and  representatives.  In  July  there  was  a joint  planning  session  for  the  "new" 
New  Orleans  District  involving  executive  committee  members  from  both  Districts 
who  will  be  within  the  new  boundaries.  The  final  Annual  Meeting  for  New 
Orleans/Houma  District  will  be  Saturday,  October  7 at  Aurora  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Algiers,  and  the  organizational  meeting  for  the  New  Orleans  District 
will  be  held  Sunday,  October  8 at  St.  Matthews  Methodist  Church  in  Metairie. 
"Planning  for  a new  District  is  challenging  and  a bit  frightening.  I pray 
that  all  that  we  do  may  reflect  God's  love  and  his  will  for  his  kingdom  in  the 
future. " 

NEW  ORLEANS /SLIDELL  - Marilyn  Ray,  District  President,  reported  that  the 
units  in  the  District  continue  in  their  outreach  mission  to  children,  women 
and  the  elderly.  She  reviewed  the  District's  activities  and  participation  in 
Conference  events  as  well  as  the  future  plans  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  On 
July  8 the  executive  teams  of  the  New  Orleans/Houma  and  New  Orleans/Slidell 
Districts  met  to  reorganize  the  New  Orleans  District.  There  was  a warm  and 
congenial  atmosphere  as  they  planned  the  first  Annual  Meeting  as  a new 
district.  Four  Bessie  Porter  Scholarships  were  given  to  the  1989  School  of 
Christian  Mission.  She  closed  her  report,  "As  the  months  dwindle  down  to  a 
precious  few,  we  will  cherish  memories  of  our  legacy  and  pray  for  God's 
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guidance  as  we  move  in  unity  with  the  ladies  from  the  New  Orleans/Houma 
District.  We  pledge  to  continue  to  support  the  Louisiana  Conference  in  all  of 
its  plans." 

RUSTON  DISTRICT  - Elouise  Sanders,  District  President,  reported  the 
Ruston  District  of  United  Methodist  Women  is  growing.  On  a picture  perfect 
spring  day  in  the  newly  completed  sanctuary  of  First  United  Methodist  Church 
in  Minden,  133  people  from  22  units  attended  the  Spring  Meeting  on  Sunday, 
March  12.

ASSEMBLY  - The  President  discussed  and  distributed  the  registration 
material  concerning  the  Assembly  of  United  Methodist  Women  to  be  held  in 
Kansas  City,  Missouri.  The  theme  will  be  "Witnesses  for  a New  World".  She 
announced  that  specific  instructions  and  procedures  to  follow  will  be  given  to 
district  presidents  individually.  The  Louisiana  Conference  has  a block  of 
rooms  at  the  Hyatt  Regency  Crown  Center.  Each  district  has  an  allotment  of 
$400.00  for  Assembly  expenditures. 

WORLD  FEDERATION  OF  METHODIST  WOMEN  - Mary  Margaret  Barr,  City  Spin-Off 
Chairperson,  announced  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  state  meeting 
will  be  held  at  the  Hotel  Inter-Continental  in  New  Orleans,  August  18-19, 
1989.  The  purpose  is  "To  know  Christ  and  to  make  Him  known"  and  the  theme  is 
"Growing  in  Christ".  She  encouraged  other  groups  or  cities  to  have  spin-off 
meetings  following  the  state  meeting  to  involve  others  in  the  World  Federation 
of  Methodist  Women. 

Ola  McNaughton  requested  that  budgeted  funds  for  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women  be  given  to  the  organization  toward  expenses  of  the  state 
meeting.  The  comment  was  made  that  the  area  of  responsibility  for  World. 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women  belongs  to  the  Conference  Vice  President.  The 
President  instructed  the  Treasurer  to  research  the  proper  procedure  and  take 
appropriate  action. 

Judy  Rountree  proposed  the  purchase  of  specially  designed  T-shirts  for 
United  Methodist  Women  - to  identify  Louisiana  Conference  women  for  Assembly 
and  as  they  host  the  Regional  School  next  summer.

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approved  the  proposal  for  T-shirts.

The  Executive  Committee,  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  met 
Thursday,  September  14,  1989,  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  Activities  Building, 
Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  Janelle  McCammon,  President. 

Present  for  the  meeting  were  Janelle  McCammon,  Betty  Ferrington,  Sally  W. 
Turner,  Mary  F.  Spell,  Judith  Rountree,  Seola  Callahan,  Mary  Lou  France, 
Georgie  Dunbar,  Hilda  D.  Sills,  Pat  Cobb,  Lueburda  J.  Myers,  Lois  R.  Heath, 
Alice  Irving,  Lottie  Palazzo,  Marie  Young,  Elouise  Sanders,  Mary  Margaret 
Barr,  Wilma  Crosby,  Helen  Allemond,  Nancy  Carruth,  Alice  Story,  Sue  C. 
Johnson,  Norma  S.  Winegeart,  Marilyn  Oden,  Rena  Sandidge,  Amy  Ward,  Marion 
Eggerton,  and  Hubert  Blanchard. 

President  McCammon  recognized  and  welcomed  the  following:  Marilyn  Oden 
(ex-officio  member  as  wife  of  Bishop  William  Oden  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference),  Sue  C.  Johnson,  Rena  Sandidge  Scott,  Amy  Ward,  and  Hubert 
Blanchard. 

The  opening  worship  was  given  by  Pat  Cobb  - the  theme  was  "Happy  New 
Year!"  The  scripture  was  II  Corinthians  4:1-2.  The  essence  of  the  meditation 
was  "As  we  approach  a new  year.  United  Methodist  Women-wise,  we  look  to  new 
beginnings--going  in  different  directions.  We  are  grateful  for  work  to  do. 
May  we  do  so  by  sowing  seeds  of  love  and  kindness."  Four  o'clock  seeds  were 
given  to  each  one  present;  symbolic  of  what  one  can  become.  In  closing  she 
read  the  words  to  the  Hymn,  "Another  Year  Is  Dawning." 

APPOINTMENTS  - Elouise  Sanders  and  Alice  Irving  were  appointed  to  review 
the  minutes. 

MINUTES  - The  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  held  on  July  17, 
1989,  and  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  on  July  20,  1989,  were  approved  as 
corrected  and  printed. 

CORRESPONDENCE  - Notes  were  received  from  the  following:  Celina  Johnson 
wrote  that  she  will  be  in  Washington,  D.  C.  at  this  time.  Ola  McNaughton  and 
Gladys  Prillerman  are  attending  a training  session  for  deans  and  assistant 
deans  in  Nashville.  Dorothy  Mae  Taylor  and  Winderlean  Lewis  stated  they  could 
not  be  present.  Taylor  Phillips  is  ill.  Nadine  Hardin  sent  a gift  to  mission 
"Thank  You  Card"  for  allowing  her  the  privilege  and  joy  of  being  a part  of  our 
conference. 

JURISDICTION  UP-DATES  - 

Rena  Sandidge  Scott,  a member  of  the  Core  Planning  Group  for  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction,  brought  greetings  from  the  Jurisdiction.  She  discussed 
the  upcoming  South  Central  Jurisdiction  experience  for  local  women.  The  title 
of  this  event  is  "Each  Local  Woman  - Claiming  Our  Heritage  In  Mission".  The 
general  description  is  a leadership  development  emphasis  for  the  local  member 
of  United  Methodist  Women  that  seeks  to  enable  the  local  unit  to  claim  the 
heritage  of  women  in  the  church  organized  for  mission  as  a basis  for 
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understanding  and  expanding  concepts  of  mission  appropriate  for  current  needs. 
Designed  to  be  educational  and  motivational,  this  emphasis  will  utilize 
creative  programming  as  a means  of  interpreting  and  sharing  concepts  of 
mission.  The  date  of  November  9-11,  1990  but  the  site  has  not  been 
determined.  This  emphasis  will  be  implemented  in  two  stages,  with 

recommendations  for  an  on-going  follow-up.  Stage  One  consists  of  a 
jurisdiction-wide  training  event  for  selected  participants  from  each 

conference  for  the  purpose  of  motivation,  education,  and  the  initiation  of 
planning  of  spin-off  events.  Stage  Two  of  the  leadership  development  emphasis 
will  be  implemented  in  1991  and  will  consist  of  follow-up  or  spin-off  events 
for  local  women.  The  planning  of  Stage  Two  will  begin  at  the  Stage  One 
Jurisdiction  Training  Event.  The  attendance  pattern,  application  process, 
responsibility  of  participants,  responsibility  of  the  conferences,  covenant, 
and  funding  were  outlined. 

Lueburda  J.  Myers,  Secretary  of  the  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group, 
brought  greetings  and  summarized  her  activities  and  responsibilities 

currently  working  on  the  jurisdiction  directory  and  standing  rules.  She 

listed  the  Core  Planning  Group  goals  as  follows:  (1)  to  stress  the  local 
unit,  (2)  to  stress  communication  between  the  Core  Planning  Group  and  the 
Conferences,  (3)  plan  and  conduct  the  Jurisdiction  Quadrennial  Meeting  in 
April  1992,  and  (4)  to  establish  a task  force  to  develop  resources  and 
educational  opportunities  which  will  interpret  the  United  Methodist  Women 
organization  and  its  purpose  and  mission  according  to  The  Book  of  Discipline 
of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  The  theme  of  the  local  woman  event  is  "Each 
local  woman  claiming  our  heritage  in  mission." 

Hubert  Blanchard,  Member  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  assigned  to 
the  Women's  Division,  stated  that  he  is  convinced  that  the  women's 
organization  in  the  United  Methodist  Church  is  the  strongest  organization  that 
he  knows  of  and  that  without  the  women  of  the  church,  the  church  would  really 
be  suffering.  He  asked  that  the  women  encourage  the  men  in  the  local  churches 
to  become  stronger.  The  power,  work  and  money  of  United  Methodist  Women  is 
well  known  and  appreciated. 

Sue  C.  Johnson,  Regional  Representative  of  Women's  Division  assigned  to 
the  Nashville  Region,  reviewed  her  schedule  of  responsibilites  and  work  at 
Scarritt-Bennett  Center.  She  described  the  renovation  of  the  Scarritt-Bennett 
facility  during  the  past  year  and  the  plans  and  programming  that  are  now  in 
progress.  This  weekend  the  deans  and  assistant  deans  for  conference  schools 
of  mission  are  in  training  at  the  Center.  She  hopes  to  teach  in  the  Louisiana 
school  next  summer  and  is  available  to  assist  us  where  needed. 

Alice  Story,  Chairperson  of  the  1989  Annual  Meeting  Task  Group,  reported 
that  everything  is  included  in  the  program  except  the  order  of  the  worship 
services  and  the  evaluation  forms  - these  will  be  distributed  at  the 
appropriate  times.  Dinner  tickets  for  Saturday  night  have  all  been  sold. 
There  will  not  be  a head  table;  however,  officers  and  special  guests  will  have 
place  cards  located  on  various  tables.  The  processional  instructions  were 
reviewed  and  copies  of  the  processional  hymn  were  distributed.  Donna  Lusted, 
organist  and  pianist,  hurt  her  arm  in  an  accident  and  Alice  Story  and  others 
will  substitute  for  her  - so  there  will  be  some  changes  in  the  music  listed  in 
the  program. 

Amy  Ward,  member  of  the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry, 
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stated  that  she  misses  serving  on  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  but  that 
higher  education  is  a mission  also.  She  announced  the  publication  of  a new 
book  about  the  history  of  United  Methodists  in  education  - it  is  really  the 
history  of  the  United  States.  Next  week  she  will  attend  the  National 
Convocation  of  Campus  Ministries  - this  is  mission  as  well.  She  shared  the 
booklet,  Louisiana's  Disappearing  Wetland  Habitat,  which  is  background  on 
Proposition  2 and  its  passage  will  determine  whether  Louisiana  is  serious 
about  saving  our  wetlands.  This  is  not  a tax  but  a dedication  of  a small 
portion  of  the  state's  existing  mineral  revenues  every  year  to  a trust  fund. 
At  the  present  approximately  100  acres  of  wetlands  are  disappearing  each  day. 
She  asked  that  this  material  be  shared  with  our  local  churches. 

Marilyn  Oden,  ex-officio  member,  expressed  pleasure  for  being  included  as 
a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  looks  forward  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  officer  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights: 

PRESIDENT  - Janelle  McCammon,  President,  will  give  her  report  to  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Ferrington,  Vice  President,  gave  the  followirg 
update  of  her  activities: 

"Usually  there  is  a hiatus  of  United  Methodist  Women  activities 
after  the  School  of  Missions  through  the  month  of  August.  Not  so 
this  year.  I spent  the  two  days  immediately  following  School  to 
prepare  a talk  about  the  'Commitment  and  Purpose  of  United  Methodist 
Women'  which  I presented  to  the  local  unit  here  at  Broadmoor.  It 
was  a most  enjoyable  time  of  visiting  with  them  and  talking  about  a 
subject  that  is  one  of  the  loves  of  my  life.  To  be  in  the  local 
unit  is  my  favorite  thing  to  do.  So,  I was  thrilled  that  the 
Gonzales  Unit  asked  me  to  do  the  same  presentation  for  them. 

From  there  I became  immersed  in  evaluations  of  the  School  of 
Mission.  This  was  my  first  time  to  compile  evaluations  for  a 
Conference  event  and  it  was  a real  'hill  climber. ' However,  every 
evaluation  form  was  read  and  compiled  and  sent  to  the  proper  people. 

We  will  be  looking  at  those  at  the  School  Committee  Meeting  next 
month . 

The  first  of  August  I taught  the  study  on  the  Philippines  for 
the  Baton  Rouge/Hammond  District  Mini-School.  This  was  an  exciting 
and  rewarding  day.  I shall  miss  this  group  of  wonderful,  dedicated 
friends . 

However,  I already  feel  a closeness  and  comradery  with  our  new 
district  off icers-elect . We  met  to  finalize  plans  for  the 
organizational  meeting  to  take  place  on  October  8th.  It  was  also  a 
time  for  getting  to  know  each  other.  The  North  Shore  District  is 
indeed  off  to  a good  start. 

I attended  the  State  Rally  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  It  was  truly  an  experience  that  I will  long  remember.  I was 
very  proud  of  those  of  our  organization  who  had  given  of  their  time 
and  talents  to  this  event.  Ola  McNaughton  was  Treasurer  and  Mary 
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Margaret  Barr  was  City  Spin-Off  Chairperson.  Although,  a new 
grandchild  kept  her  from  being  present,  Mary  Margaret  had  prepared 
well  and  Janelle  McCammon,  in  her  usual  capable  fashion  stepped  in 
to  preside  in  her  place.  In  fact,  Janelle  did  a magnificent  job  in 
several  instances  without  prior  knowledge  that  she  was  to  be  on  the 
program.  She  never  ceases  to  amaze  me  with  her  knowledge  and 
unf lapability . Of  course,  her  love  for  God  and  His  Kingdom  shines 
through  everything  she  does.  Margaret  St.  Amant  and  Nell  Inman 
performed  the  magic  feat  of  the  day  by  turning  an  hour  long  workshop 
into  thirty  minutes.  They  were  matched  only  by  the  prowess  of  Marta 
Sanfiel  in  presenting  a scheduled  hour  Bible  Study  in  twenty 
minutes.  We  were  well  represented  in  attendance,  although,  I was 
disappointed  in  the  number  of  Caucasian  women  attending.  We  were 
sorry  to  miss  Ethel  Borne's  address,  but  her  husband's  illness  kept 
her  from  attending.  However,  Dr.  Wilhelmena  Lawrence,  Vice 
President  of  the  North  American  Region,  responded  to  the  call  of 
pinch  hitter  and  did  a marvelous  job.  It  was  interesting  to 
experience  different  ways  of  worshipping  God,  to  sing  'New  Songs', 
to  hear  the  same  concerns  as  we  have  voiced  by  other  Methodist 
women.  I appreciated  being  in  attendance  at  a meeting  of  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  It  has  given  me  a better  insight 
into  the  organization. 

These  past  few  weeks  have  been  spent  in  collecting  dates, 
securing  permission  and  places  for  events  to  be  held.  These  efforts 
have  resulted  in  the  Conference  Calendar  of  Events.  All  of  you  will 
receive  a copy.  I urge  you  to  share  these  with  with  your  District 
Courterparts  and  to  highlight  those  events  in  which  they  will  be 
involved . 

You  will  note  that  the  Social  Responsibility  Interpretation 
Workshop  that  we  had  scheduled  for  1990  is  not  on  the  calendar.  All 
'In  Conference  Workshop'  dates  have  been  filled  for  1990  and  1991. 

I took  the  liberty  of  putting  us  on  the  calendar  for  1992,  1993  and 
1994,  at  which  time  the  rotation  will  be  completed  again. 

As  I finish  this  report  of  the  Vice  President  and  Committee  on 
Program  Chairperson,  I want  to  share  with  you  that  it  has  been  a 
joy,  a blessing  and  a privilege  to  serve  on  the  same  team  with 
Janelle  McCammon,  Sally  Turner,  Pat  Cobb,  Hilda  Sills,  and  Mary 
Margaret  Barr.  They  will  always  be  a part  of  us.  May  each  of  us 
know  that  those  who  come  behind  ^ find  us  as  faithful  as  they  have 
been. " 

SECRETARY  - Sally  W.  Turner,  Secretary,  sought  the  support  of  district 
presidents  to  encourage  district  secretaries  to  provide  officer  lists,  labels, 
requested  information,  etc.  as  accurately  and  promptly  as  possible.  District 
presidents  were  asked  to  submit  the  district  year-end  summary  reports  for  the 
Annual  Directory  and  Yearbook. 

TREASURER  - Mary  F.  Spell,  Treasurer,  reported  a balance  of  $25,201.59  in 
the  checking  account  which  includes  $7,444.57  for  the  Mission  Candle.  The 
financial  statement  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  reflects  income  of 
$17,124.05  with  expenditures  of  $23,525.91.  Adding  the  budgeted  amount  of 
$7,500.00  to  the  income  and  subtracting  the  expenses  leaves  a credit  of 
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$1,067.24  for  the  1989  School  of  Mission  as  of  this  date.  A statement  of  the 
1989  Retreat  shows  the  income  over  expenses  was  $1,225.12. 

SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Judy  Rountree,  Financial 
Interpreter,  reported  a letter  from  Jerry  Bridges  stated  that  MacDonell  United 
Methodist  Children's  Services  has  received  a grant  from  National  Division  to 
renovate  one  of  the  cottages.  This  is  in  addition  to  what  Louisiana  has 
received  for  Dulac  Community  Center  and  St.  Mark's  Community  Center  as  well  as 
Crosslines  Ministries.  "United  Methodist  Women  should  continue  to  work  for 
undesignated  giving  for  United  Methodist  Women  and  work  also  for  the  total 
congregation  to  pay  their  World  Service.  The  total  church  must  become  more 
involved  in  total  mission.  As  leaders,  we  need  to  share  the  knowledge  we  gain 
and  make  it  known  that  our  projects  are  receiving  more  then  we  are  sending 
out.  We  need  to  keep  doing  what  we  are  doing  well." 

COORDINATORS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  coordinator  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights: 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  - Celina  T.  Johnson,  Conference  Coordinator,  was 
absent  - no  report  was  given.  Certificates  for  the  Reading  Program  were  given 
to  the  district  presidents  to  be  presented  at  district  annual  meetings. 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  - Wilma  Crosby,  Conference  Coordinator,  stated 
she  will  be  completing  her  first  term  - noting  there  have  been  some 
frustrating  times  with  the  change  in  the  reporting  of  studies,  especially  the 
new  idea  of  giving  Participation  Certificates.  She  plans  better 
communications  with  district  coordinators.  She  reported  a tabulation  of  units 
participating  in  studies  for  the  past  several  years  which  might  be  helpful  to 
the  districts. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  - Georgie  Dunbar,  Conference  Coordinator, 
reported  what  she  had  shared  with  district  coordinators:  the  wetlands,  acid 
rain,  environmental  pollution,  pay  scale,  as  well  as  continuing  to  work  on 
child  care  to  get  the  Act  for  Better  Child  Care,  HR-30,  bill  passed  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  U.S.  Congress.  She  pointed  out  that  these 
issues  are  ever  before  us  and  it  is  necessary  that  we  keep  alert  them  and  and 
do  what  we  can  to  remind  people  to  try  to  get  support  for  the  stand  that  our 
churches  and  our  organization  take  on  these  issues.  A legislative  calendar 
was  sent  to  each  Christian  Social  Involvement  Coordinator  so  they  could  know 
what  legislation  was  coming  up  in  Congress  and  take  action  accordingly. 
Mentally  111  Awareness  Week  is  scheduled  for  October  1-7  and  the  Week  of  Peace 
with  Justice  is  October  16-24. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - Taylor  Phillips,  Conference  Coordinator,  was 
absent  due  to  illness  - no  report  was  given. 

SECRETARY  OF  PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lois  Heath  thanked  all  those  who 
assisted  in  the  Resource  Center  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  - sales 
were  excellent  and  a reorder  had  to  be  made.  Books  are  available  for  sale  to 
local  units  at  this  Annual  Meeting.  The  October  Response  contains  material  on 
children  which  is  our  emphasis.  In  the  coming  issue  of  New  World  Outlook 
there  will  be  articles  and  photographs  on  the  international  mission  study. 
The  theme  for  the  fall  drive  is  "Response  - What's  In  It  For  Me?"  Skits  and 
banners  will  be  available  for  local  units. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb,  Chairperson  gave  an  update  on  the 
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United  Methodist  Women  Sunday  reporting  which  has  grown  from  148  to  218  in 
four  years.  Many  units  have  celebrated  this  special  day  but  not  reported. 
There  have  been  seven  new  units  this  year:  Grand  River  in  Baton  Rouge 
District,  Hackberry  and  Roanoke  in  the  Lake  Charles  District,  Bayou  Blue  and 
Belle  Chasse  in  the  New  Orleans/Houma  District,  and  Jewella  in  the  Shreveport 
District. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  - Hilda  D.  Sills,  Chairperson,  gave  the 
following  report: 

"Updated  information  for  the  Committee  on  Nominations  received 
from  Staff  Member  Murden  Woods  at  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of 
Christian  Mission  in  June  1989  was  reproduced  and  distributed  to 
President  McCammon,  nine  copies  to  district  presidents,  and 
Committee  on  Nominations  members. 

After  the  Executive  Meeting  during  the  Louisiana  Conference 
School  of  Christian  Mission,  the  following  tasks  were  implemented: 

(1)  Telephone  calls  were  made  to  Alice  Story  and  Sylvia  Redman 
after  being  named  to  serve  on  the  Conference  for  the  term 
of  1990-92. 

(2)  Official  letters  were  sent  to  both  nominees  requesting 
a formal  answer. 

(3)  The  Committee  on  Nominations  presented  a drama,  "Wake  up 
your  Conference  - let  them  know  about  nominations,"  on 
the  last  night  of  the  weekend  school. 

(4)  Letters  were  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  in  reference  to  the  special  meeting  to  be  held 
before  the  Annual  Meeting  in  order  that  two  persons  be 
nominated  to  the  Committee  on  the  Charter  for  Racial 
Justice  Policies.  This  was  because  Gladys  Prillerman  is 
now  Chairperson  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
Marilyn  Ray  is  not  longer  a district  president 

(5)  The  following  persons  were  nominated  to  serve  on  the 
Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies: 

(a)  Mary  Lou  France  for  three  years,  (district 
president) 

(b)  Marilyn  Ray  for  two  years,  to  complete  Gladys 
Prillerman' s term. 

It  was  a pleasure  and  wonderful  experience  working  on  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  as  both  a member  and  chairperson.  The 
knowledge  that  I have  gained  will  be  with  me  forever.  I am  grateful 
to  Almighty  God  for  giving  me  the  good  health  and  wisdom  to  complete 
the  many  tasks  that  were  entrusted  to  me.  May  each  of  you  be  led 
into  avenues  of  dedication  so  that  you  may  become  a blessing  to 
others . " 

PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Seola  Callahan,  Conference  Secretary, 
commented  that  for  the  last  few  weeks  every  issue  of  the  Louisiana  United 
Methodist  Reporter  has  had  at  least  one  article  about  United  Methodist  Women, 
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most  have  included  pictures.  The  districts  and  local  units  are  doing  a great 
job  of  reporting  and  our  relationship  with  the  editorial  staff  of  the 
Louisiana  Reporter  seems  to  be  better  than  ever.  Alice  Story  and  her 
committee  took  the  publicity  for  Annual  Meeting  to  Judith  Palermo  and  the 
coverage  was  excellent.  District  newsletters  have  proven  to  be  our  best 
method  of  communications  with  the  local  unit.  The  Conference  Publicity  and 
Public  Relations  person  needs  to  be  on  all  the  district  mailing  lists.  This 
office  is  still  new  in  many  districts  and  experiencing  growing  pains. 
Communication  between  the  local  unit  and  conference  is  our  weak  link  but  we 
are  working  on  it. 

DISTRICT  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  district  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights: 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT  - Winderlean  Lewis,  District  President,  reported  that 
final  plans  have  been  completed  for  the  District  Meeting,  local  officers' 
training,  nominees  for  district  officers,  and  other  business  matters.  The 
Annual  District  Meeting  will  be  held  Saturday,  October  lA,  1989,  at  Horseshoe 
United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  at  9:30  a.m.  Initial  contact  with  the 
possibility  of  organizing  a unit  at  LeCompte  has  been  made.  (This  report  was 
read  in  the  absence  of  the  District  President.) 

BATON  ROUGE/HAMMOND  DISTRICT  - Alice  Irving,  District  President,  stated 
that  the  redistricting  has  been  a busy  time.  A letter  was  sent  inviting  all 
of  the  members  of  the  Baton  Rouge/Lafayette  District  who  will  be  a part  of  the 
Baton  Rouge  District  and  all  of  the  members  of  the  Baton  Rouge/Hammond 
District  who  will  be  a part  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District  to  a meeting  on 
Saturday,  August  26,  1989.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  select  a slate 
of  officers  of  officers  to  be  presented  in  October  at  the  District  Annual 
Meeting  on  Sunday,  October  8,  1989,  at  the  Gonzales  United  Methodist  Church. 
On  Saturday,  October  7,  1989,  the  district  is  going  to  celebrate  the  past, 
present,  and  future  where  United  Methodist  Women  in  the  Baton  Rouge/Hammond 
District  are  concerned.  We  want  to  close  this  District  on  a note  of 
celebration.  She  expressed  pleasure  from  the  District  in  hosting  the 
Conference  Annual  Meeting  this  weekend. 

BATON  ROUGE/ LAFAYETTE  DISTRICT  - Helen  Allemond,  District  President,  told 
about  the  excitement  of  the  chartering  of  the  Grand  River  unit  in  Plaquemine  - 
this  is  the  little  church  that  Reverend  McCammon,  Janelle's  husband,  built  to 
give  the  people  in  this  community  a church  home.  The  last  meeting  for  the 
Baton  Rouge/Lafayette  District  will  be  October  7 at  Louisiana  Memorial  in 
Opelousas  with  a successful  ending  and  a new  beginning.

She  presented  the  following  addition  to  the  Guidelines  for  Honoraria; 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  recommends  that  out-of-town  study  leaders 
and  speakers  who  participate  in  District  or  local  UMW  meetings  be 
paid  travel  expenses  at  least  according  to  Conference  UMW  guide- 
lines in  addition  to  any  gift  or  honorarium  the  unit  may  choose 
to  present. 

The  Executive  Committee  unanimously  approved  the  above  addition  to  the 
Guidelines  for  Honoraria. 

This  will  be  promoted  in  the  Conference  and  District  newsletters.  This  will 
be  added  to  instructions  at  District  Elected  Leaders  Training.

To  the  singing  of  the  Hymn,  "Praise  To  The  Lord,  The  Almighty",  a 
processional  of  conference  officers,  program  personnel  and  children  entered 
the  sanctuary.  The  children  carried  flowers  and  placed  them  on  the  altar. 

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist 
Women  opened  Friday,  September  15,  1989,  at  1:00  p.m.  in  the  sanctuary  of  the 
Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana.  President  Janelle

LIGHTING  OF  THE  MISSION  CANDLE  - A.  B.  Clark  and  Marianne  Beck  gave  the 
following  presentation: 

"Today  we  have  come  to  celebrate  and  this  annual  gathering  of 
United  Methodist  Women  is  something  to  celebrate.  But  we  are  also 
here  to  celebrate  the  past  --  by  remembering  friends  who  lived  not 
just  for  their  day,  but  with  hearts  and  minds  tuned  to  the  future. 

We  are  here  to  celebrate  the  present  --  by  honoring  women  who 
certainly  are  not  living  just  for  today,  but  with  hearts  full  of 
hopes  and  dreams.  As  we  look  at  yesterdays,  it  is  not  with  sadness 
or  sentiment  alone,  and  as  we  look  at  today,  it  is  not  with  complacency 
or  despair,  but  we  look  at  yesterday  with  love  and  gratitude  for  the 
wonderful  dedication  and  commitment  that  marked  those  lives  and  we 
look  at  today  with  eyes  wide  open  to  the  sadness  and  despair  that 
fills  so  many  lives,  and  often  causes  us  to  ask  * What's  there  to 
celebrate? ' 

Bishop  Melvin  Wheatley  asks  this  question  much  more  eloquently 
than  I:  'What  is  there  to  celebrate  in  the  the  midst  of  affluence, 
if  you  are  poor?  in  the  midst  of  family  reunions,  when  you  are  alone? 
in  the  midst  of  love,  when  you  feel  rejected?  What  is  there  to 
celebrate  about  the  sparkling  eyes  of  children  when  you  are  trying 
to  deal  with  the  deep  scars  of  your  own  childhood?  about  angel 
choruses  of  peace  on  earth  when  you  are  haunted  by  headlines  of 
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rising  military  expenditures?  about  preacher-talk  of  'good  will  on 
earth'  when  you  have  just  lost  your  job? 

Bishop  Wheatley  continues,  'often  in  a world  of  so  many  tears, 
what  we  celebrate  is  not  a heritage  of  undiluted  happiness,  but 
indomitable  hope. ' 

So,  that  is  what  we  do  today  --we  celebrate  the  future  with 
hearts  full  of  hopes  and  dreams.  As  Marilyn  Oden  says  in  her  book 
The  Courage  to  Care,  'to  have  a dream  is  to  hope,  for  if  we  have 
hope,  there  is  the  possibility  of  creating  the  dream.'  Mrs.  Oden 
quotes  Thoreau  as  affirming  our  right  to  dream:  'If  you  advance 
confidently  in  the  direction  of  your  dream,'  Thoreau  writes,  'you 
will  meet  with  success  unexpected  in  common  hours.  If  you  have 
built  sandcastles  in  the  air,  your  work  need  not  be  lost;  that  is 
where  they  should  be.  Now  put  a foundation  under  them. ' 

That  is  what  we  are  about  today.  This  beautiful  light  represents 
undesignated  giving  that  puts  a foundation  to  our  dream  --  a dream 
that  puts  new  hope  into  today  --  that  our  children  and  their  children 
might  be  given  the  chance  to  dream  their  own  dreams. 

So  what's  there  to  celebrate?  (Over  $9,268.00  was  collected 
for  the  mission  candle  which  will  allow  it  to  burn  approximately 
four  hours  and  twenty-four  minutes  at  a cost  of  $36.41  per  minute 
for  mission.)  As  Marianne  lights  our  Mission  Candle,  listen  again 
to  Bishop  Wheatley's  words:  'A  child  was  born  in  a world  as  violent 
as  ours.  That  child  became  a man  who  died  a violent,  tortured  death. 
Yet  that  infant  grown  to  adulthood  still  strides  across  the  minds 
and  into  the  hearts  of  millions  as  the  Man  with  hope.  When  we  join 
him,  he  teaches  us  what  there  is  to  celebrate:  Not  a world  that  has 
in  it  nothing  but  good,  but  a world  that  is  good,  while  having  in  it 
much  that  is  bad;  not  a life  that  knows  no  darkness,  but  a life  in 
which  even  those  who  walk  in  darkness  have  seen  a great  light;  not  a 
God  who  gives  us  everything  we  want,  but  a God  who  gives  us  everything 
we  have,  and  offers  us  all  we  need,  now  and  forever.  Praise  be  to 
God!  Amen." 

PRESENTATION  OF  THE  PROGRAM  - Alice  Story  and  Lou  Alexander  gave  the 
following  presentation: 

"'Twas  the  night  before  Annual  Meeting,  when  under  our  steeple 
No  one  was  sleeping  --  not  mouses  or  people. 

No,  we  were  too  busy  to  sliimber  in  bed. 

There  were  flowers  to  arrange  and  sandwiches  to  spread! 

You  see.  Summer  was  past,  with  time  we  could  fritter, 

'Twas  time  for  the  meeting  --  and  we  all  had  the  jitters. 

The  harvest  moon  floated  over  Broadmoor  in  slumber 
But  Sandy  still  counted  --  what  is  the  final  niimber? 

And  Mariece  was  so  worried,  she  had  cookies  by  the  dozen 
Coming  in  from  each  unit  and  from  aunts  and  from  cousins! 

And  Connie,  poor  Connie,  has  grown  thinner  and  thinner 
While  planning  the  food  for  our  Friday  night  dinner. 
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She  wants  to  serve  tea,  but  what  if  it  turns  murky  -- 

And  what  if  those  hundreds  of  women  just  cannot  stand  turkey? 

There's  no  end  to  the  things  that  worried  sweet  Linda, 

Like  ' should  we  ask  Jean  to  wash  all  the  windows? ' 

Lou  just  called  to  say  she'd  be  late. 

She  had  six  hundred  programs  yet  to  collate! 

And  Alice  had  hundreds  of  details  on  her  brain 
Like  getting  everyone  in  if  the  Lord  lets  it  rain! 

And  she  won't  even  mention  the  word  'hurricane' 

No,  she  won't  even  think  it  or  call  it  by  naime! 

Oh,  yes,  we  all  worried  and  scurried  around 

Our  brows  were  all  furrowed,  we  all  wore  a frown  -- 

When  what  to  our  wondering  eyes  should  appear 
But  a beautiful  angel  --  in  vision  so  clear! 

She  spoke  not  at  first,  just  watched  with  concern 
While  we  hustled  and  bustled  and  energy  burned. 

Then  removing  her  halo,  and  detaching  her  wings. 

She  rolled  up  her  sleeves  and  just  took  over  things! 

She  called  to  her  helpers,  'Come  quickly  to  me! 

Come  Linda,  and  Judy,  and  Pat  and  Mariece! 

Come  Irene  and  Cynthia,  Come,  Come  everyone! 

No  one  can  sleep  'till  this  meeting  is  done! 

Without  saying  a word  she  went  straight  to  the  kitchen. 

Made  chicken  salad  sandwiches,  likety-spliten ! 

Her  cinnamon  rolls  were  something  to  taste 

She  made  lemonade  by  the  gallon  with  the  greatest  of  haste! 

We  vacuumed  the  carpet  and  dusted  the  pews 
And  tuned  the  piano  till  it  sounded  like  new. 

We  sang  as  we  worked  now  --  our  hearts  were  much  lighter. 

The  angel's  appearance  made  the  outlook  seem  brighter! 

She  led  us  to  see  we  had  nothing  to  fear 
Especially  now  with  no  hurricanes  near! 

Before  we  all  knew  it,  the  work  was  all  done 
It  wasn't  so  hard  --  it  really  was  fun! 

Check  over  the  list  now,  make  sure  no  one's  missing. 

We  barely  could  wait  for  the  huggin'  and  kissin' ! 

Has  Rena  arrived?  And  what  of  Kathleen? 

An  Judith  and  Carolyn?  Has  Sally  been  seen? 

She  checked  every  name,  every  Mary  and  Betty 
Till  she  felt  very  sure  that  we  were  quite  ready. 

Said,  'Say  Hello  to  Janelle,  and  give  her  my  love,' 
as  she  put  on  her  halo  and  hovered  above. 

But  before  she  was  gone,  she  called  out  this  greeting 
'Blessings  on  all  at  your  Annual  Meeting!' 
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So,  if  you  should  hear  a faint  flutter  of  wings 
A very  slight  whisper  or  similar  thing. 

Do  not  be  alarmed.  Don't  dare  scream  or  sob. 

It's  our  dear  Guardian  Angel,  still  on  the  job!" 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  - President  Janelle  McCammon  gave  the  following 
report  to  the  Annual  Meeting: 

"As  I began  to  think  of  this  report  - which  includes  both  a 
look  backward  and  a look  forward  - two  phrases  kept  coming  into  my 
mind.  Therefore  Rejoice!  and  For  Such  a Time  as  This!  You  will 
recognize  the  first  as  the  title  of  last  year's  program  resources 
book  and  the  second  as  the  title  of  the  latest  report  of  the  Women's 
Division.  It  seems  to  me  that  these  phrases  are  very  fitting  as  we 
look  briefly  as  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  and  look  toward  the 
challenges  of  the  future. 

So  today  we  REJOICE  that  we  have  gained  771  new  members  in 
United  Methodist  Women  during  the  past  year.  We  also  increased  in 
district  members  and  in  membership  of  young  women.  This  is  not  a 
net  gain,  and  we  will  have  to  work  very  hard  to  reach  our  goal  of 
13,500  members  by  the  end  of  1990.  We  are  still  striving  for  a unit 
of  United  Methodist  Women  in  every  church.  Seven  new  units  have 
been  organized  within  the  past  twelve  months  and  twenty- five  during 
the  past  four  years.  We  have  also  had  a number  of  reorganizations. 

We  express  our  gratitude  to  you  who  have  made  all  of  this  possible  - 
to  the  12,474  members  of  336  local  units,  the  9 district  organizations, 
the  conference  team,  and  to  Pat  Cobb  who  has  done  such  an  outstanding 
job  as  Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

REJOICE  that  this  year  we  had  91%  reporting  from  local  units. 

This  is  a record,  and  I thank  you  for  it,  because  now  we  have  a much 
clearer  picture  of  our  accomplishments.  It  is  exciting  to  know  that 
Methodist  women  are  continuing  to  study  in  ever  increasing  numbers 
with  472  studies  reported  by  local  units.  Fifty-nine  of  these 
fulfilled  the  requirements  for  excellence  of  study  and  twenty-six 
for  participation  in  study.  We  need  to  work  to  do  much  more.  We 
have  147  Bible  Study  Groups  and  80  units  participating  in  the  Reading 
Program.  Our  School  of  Christian  Mission  in  July  had  302  in 
attendance,  the  largest  number  in  several  years.  THEREFORE  REJOICE 
at  the  increase  in  study,  in  attendance,  in  the  use  of  program 
resources,  and  in  more  than  1100  subscriptions  to  Response. 

REJOICE,  too,  that  249  churches  throughout  Louisiana  observed 
United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday  and  that  the  Monroe  District  had 
100%  participation. 

REJOICE  that  Louisiana  Conference  overpaid  its  pledge  to  mission 
in  1988  by  $28,000  and  gave  a total  to  mission  of  $341,337.  Our 
undesignated  pledge  this  year  is  $300,000,  and  I am  confident  that 
we  will  meet  this,  for  we  are  increasing  our  pledges  and  giving  more 
special  recognition  gifts  to  honor  those  who  render  outstanding 
service  in  our  units  and  districts.  We  are  also  using  the  new  Gift 
to  Mission  cards  and  the  Gift  in  Memory  cards.  Last  year  188  units 
participated  in  World  Thank  Offering  Month  in  October.  In  the 
newsletter  which  you  received  annoiincing  Annual  Meeting  there  is  a 
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new  brochure  for  the  observance  of  31-derful  Ways  to  Give  Thanks 
revised  by  Judy  Rountree  and  Betty  Ferrington.  I urge  every  unit  to 
make  use  of  this  splendid  opportunity  to  grow  in  spirit  as  we 
concentrate  during  the  month  of  October  on  expressing  gratitude  for 
our  many  blessings  and  in  sharing  with  those  less  fortunate.  Gifts 
of  money  represent  the  concern  and  commitment  of  those  who  give  and 
these  gifts  make  possible  the  wonderful  work  that  is  done  in  thousands 
of  mission  projects  in  the  United  States  and  throughout  the  world. 

The  Women's  Division's  recent  gift  to  rebuild  Dulac  Community  Center  - 
$440,000  - came  from  your  undesignated  gifts  and  gifts  to  other 
women  throughout  the  United  States.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  Mr. 
Hubert  Blanchard,  our  member  from  Louisiana  on  the  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  who  is  also  serving  on  the  Women's  Division,  and 
to  Bishop  Oden  for  their  efforts  in  securing  this  gift  for  Dulac. 

We  have  yet  another  reason  to  REJOICE.  As  Methodists  and  as 
United  Methodist  Women  we  have  a heritage  that  proclaims  that 
Christian  commitment  demands  both  personal  piety  and  social 
responsibility.  This  is  a heritage  which  we  must  constantly  defend 
and  never  forsake!  Since  their  earliest  beginnings,  the  organizations 
of  Methodist  women  have  spoken  out  against  injustice  and  oppression 
and  have  been  risk-takers  in  working  for  needed  changes  in  structures 
and  institutions.  Last  year  our  units  throughout  the  state  had  740 
programs  in  areas  of  human  and  social  justice  with  210  actions 
reported  following  study.  As  I look  at  this  record,  I am  convinced 
that  we  are  taking  seriously  our  responsibility  for  Christian  action 
in  society. 

The  words  of  Mordecai  to  Queen  Esther  echo  through  the  ages  and 
come  to  us:  'Yet  who  knows  - maybe  it  was  FOR  SUCH  A TIME  AS  THIS 
that  you  are  called  into  the  kingdom. ' 

In  her  message  as  new  president  of  Women's  Division,  Mrs.  Sally 
Ernst  wrote:  'Like  Esther,  the  foremothers  of  our  present  organization 
were  called  to  make  hard  choices  and  to  speak  out  about  injustices 
that  existed.  They  worked  to  secure  good  laws  that  prevented  the 
abuses  of  child  labor.  They  campaigned  for  women's  right  to  vote. 

They  worked  for  racial  justice  and  equal  rights  for  women.  They 
worked  at  a time  when  it  was  not  considered  appropriate  for  women  to 
be  involved  in  issues  and  social  change. 

But  our  sisters  were  aware  that  it  was  for  times  like  this  in 
the  mission  of  the  church  that  the  involvement  was  crucial!' 

We  as  United  Methodist  Women  today  are  called  FOR  SUCH  A TIME 
AS  THIS.  We  are  called  to  Campaign  for  Children  to  an  extent  and  in 
ways  that  we  have  never  done  before.  Most  of  us  are  not  truly  aware 
of  the  critical  conditions  and  serious  needs  of  children  in  this 
land  of  ours  - or  even  in  our  own  communities  and  state.  But  we 
will  be  aware  when  this  meeting  is  over. 

In  our  state  of  Louisiana,  blessed  by  God  with  so  much  beauty 
and  so  many  natural  resources,  there  are  conditions  that  are  seriously 
affecting  the  lives  of  our  children  today  and,  unless  corrected, 
will  surely  jeopardize  their  future.  One  child  in  every  five  in 
Louisiana  lives  in  poverty.  Many,  many  children  face  health  hazards 
resulting  from  our  polluted  environment  - cancer  alleys,  toxic  waste 
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dumps.  Our  land,  our  wetlands  are  being  destroyed,  and  there  are 
constant  assaults  upon  the  moral  climate  of  this  state  that  are 
insidious  and  demoralizing.  These  are  just  some  of  the  issues  before 
us.  For  the  sake  of  our  children,  the  Campaign  for  Children  in 
Louisiana  must  include  participation  in  decision  making  - by  voice, 
by  vote,  by  involvement.  God  calls  us  FOR  SUCH  A TIME  AS  THIS  - to 
let  our  voices  be  heard,  our  votes  to  be  counted,  our  actions  to 
speak  loudly  in  the  struggle  for  good  against  evil,  for  right  against 
wrong,  for  justice  against  injustice,  for  life  against  death. 

One  other  challenge  FOR  SUCH  A TIME  AS  THIS  is  yet  before  us. 

In  the  year  1952  the  Women's  Division  first  ratified  the  Charter  for 
Racial  Justice.  Today  we  are  called  to  a new  emphasis  on  that  policy 
and  to  further  implementation  of  it.  We  have  come  a long  way  in  our 
efforts  to  achieve  racial  justice,  but  we  still  have  far  to  go. 

There  is  no  magic  formula,  but  there  is  a way.  And  what  is  that 
way?  Jesus  shows  it  to  us  and  commands  us  to  walk  in  it.  He  still 
says  to  us,  'Love  one  another  as  I have  loved  you.'  The  biblical 
word  for  this  kind  of  love  is  agape,  which  has  been  defined  as  active 
good  will  - desiring  and  working  for  the  same  good  for  others  that 
we  want  for  ourselves  - the  Scime  rights,  the  same  opportunities,  the 
same  justice.  Agape  is  God's  love  in  us  reaching  out  in  sisterhood 
and  brotherhood  to  all  God's  family.  There  is  no  other  way  - and 
United  Methodist  Women  for  many  years  have  been  called  to  walk  in 
it.  I pray  that  in  the  years  ahead,  each  of  us,  as  individuals,  and 
all  of  us  together  will  walk,  intentionally,  to  answer  that  call. 

As  we  come  to  this  annual  meeting,  I want  to  say  to  you  that 
these  four  years  have  been  among  the  most  exciting  and  challenging 
of  my  life.  I am  inexpressibly  grateful  for  the  privilege  that  has 
been  mine  in  serving  as  your  president,  of  working  with  the  wonderful 
mission  teams  of  the  conference,  district,  and  local  units.  It  has 
been  such  a special  joy  to  renew  old  friendships  throughout  this 
state  and  to  make  many  new  friends,  to  go  into  your  local  units  and 
districts  and  to  see  the  marvelous  work  that  is  being  done  there. 

And,  again,  I repeat  that  which  I have  so  often  said,  'Without  you, 
the  local  woman,  nothing  would  be  accomplished.  You  are  the  heartbeat 
of  United  Methodist  Women. ' 

As  we  look  together  at  our  goals  for  the  future,  I have  great 
hope,  for  I have  great  faith  in  the  power  of  God  working  through  you 
and  great  faith  in  your  commitment  to  Him  and  to  the  purpose  of 
United  Methodist  Women. 

Today  we  will  elect  splendid,  dedicated  leaders  for  the  tasks 
ahead,  and  we  will  trust  Jesus'  promise  that  He  will  be  with  us  in 
all  that  we  strive  to  do  for  Him.  God's  call  throughout  the  ages 
has  been  to  serve.  My  prayer  for  all  of  us  is  that  we  will  continue 
to  be  faithful  servants,  obedient  to  God's  call  and  empowered  by  His 
Love.  God  bless  you,  every  one!"

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APPOINTMENTS  - Elouise  Sanders  and  Alice  Irving  were  appointed  to  examine 
the  journal  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  - Sally  Turner,  Conference  Secretary,  presented  the 
following  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee: 

Delegates  to  the  United  Methodist  Women  Assembly  in  Kansas  City 
in  May  3-6,  1990,  are  to  be  chosen  from  the  Conference  Executive 
Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  voted  unanimously  to  elect  the 
following  delegates  and  alternates: 

Delegates  - Norma  Winegeart,  Betty  Ferrington,  Seola  Callahan, 

Mary  Spell,  Lois  Heath,  and  Taylor  Phillips. 

Alternates  - Georgie  Dunbar,  Marilyn  Ray,  and  Celina  Johnson. 

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER  - Mary  Spell  presented  the  following  report: 

"In  the  book  of  Matthew  Jesus  taught  that  we  should  feed  the 
hungry,  give  drink  to  the  thirsty,  receive  the  lonely  as  our  friends, 
clothe  the  naked,  care  for  the  sick  and  visit  those  in  prison.  Often 
we  feel  we  have  done  none  of  these.  For  the  year  1988  you  overpaid 
your  $250,000.00  Pledge  to  Mission  by  $28,046.91.  This  enabled 
children  in  Latin  America  to  smile  again,  brought  wool  sweaters  to 
the  cold  mountainous  area  of  India,  fresh  water  to  portions  of 
Mazambique,  and  aided  in  prison  reform  in  our  country. 

For  1989  we  pledged  $300,000.00  and  to  date  have  paid  38%  of 
this  pledge.  We  have  used  63%  of  the  Administrative  and  Membership 
Development  budgeted  funds.  There  is  a current  balance  in  the 
checking  accovint  of  $25,201.59.  Also,  we  have  a Certificate  of 
Deposit  for  future  programming. 

As  we  look  to  1990  and  continue  to  share  the  goal  of  Women's 
Division  of  twenty-four  million,  your  Executive  Committee  is  proposing 
that  our  Pledge  to  Mission  be  $315,000.00  - our  actual  share  in  the 
twenty-four  million  would  be  $323,000.00  so  that  is  our  goal.  The 
Administrative  and  Membership  Development  budget  is  proposed  for 
$51,545.00  making  a total  of  $366,545.00.

UMW  SINGS  - Informal  singing  was  led  by  Judy  Zollinger. 

GREETINGS  FROM  THE  JURISDICTION  - 

Mrs.  Rena  Sandidge  Scott,  a member  of  the  Core  Planning  Group  for  the 
South  Central  Jurisdiction,  brought  greeting  from  the  Jurisdiction.  She 
reviewed  the  connect ional  strength  of  the  5 jurisdictions,  73  conferences,  529 
districts  and  more  than  25,000  local  units  of  United  Methodist  Women.  South 
Central  Jurisdiction  has  17  conferences  in  8 states  - 122  districts,  4,422 
units,  and  209,637  members.  She  distributed  a map  showing  Women's  Division 
Staff  Assigned  to  Regions  - Louisiana  is  in  the  Nashville  Region.  She  announced 
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a South  Central  Jurisdiction  Experience  for  local  women  to  be  held  November  9- 
11,  1990  (the  site  has  not  been  determined)  with  the  theme,  "Each  Local  Woman: 
Claiming  Our  Heritage  in  Mission!"  This  is  a leadership  development  emphasis 
for  the  local  unit  to  claim  the  heritage  of  women  in  the  church  organized  for 
mission  as  a basis  for  understanding  and  expanding  concepts  of  mission 
appropriate  for  current  needs.  Designed  to  be  educational  and  motivational, 
this  emphasis  will  utilize  creative  programming  as  a means  of  interpreting  and 
sharing  concepts  of  mission.  The  Quadrennial  Meeting  in  1992  will  be  April  3- 
5 in  Dallas,  Texas,  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel. 

Sue  C.  Johnson,  Regional  Representative  of  Women's  Division  assigned  to 
the  Nashville  Region,  brought  greetings  from  the  Scarritt/Bennett  Center  in 
Nashville  and  sximmarized  what  United  Methodist  Women  are  and  what  they  are 
about  - the  underlying  purpose  is  to  tell  the  story  of  Jesus  Christ.  One  of 
the  strengths  is  funding  - especially  when  given  undesignated.  United  Methodist 
Women  is  a $19,000,000  corporation  but  our  program  is  never  forgotten  in  our 
retreats,  mission  studies,  leadership  training  programs,  and  events.  She 
reviewed  plans  for  Assembly  for  worship  and  celebration. 

HONORING  RETIRING  OFFICERS  - Estelle  Dameron,  beloved  past  president  of 
the  Louisiana  Conference,  made  the  following  presentation: 

"The  women  whom  we  will  be  honoring  today  as  retiring  officers, 
in  their  years  of  service,  have  given  their  fullest  measure,  of 
their  talents  to  the  responsibilities  for  which  they  were  elected. 

If  you,  as  individuals,  could  greet  each  of  them  and,  as  a body,  you 
would  want  to  say  all  the  words  of  commendation  you  could  think  of. 

Even  more  importantly  the  heavenly  father  looks  upon  on  these  women 
and  says,  'Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants.'  Good  in  this 
case  means  devotion  and  faithful  - full  of  faith.  I call  forward 
the  following:  Janelle  McCammon,  President;  Sally  Turner,  Secretary; 

Pat  Cobb,  Chairperson  of  Committee  on  Membership;  Hilda  Sills, 

Chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations;  Gladys  Revels  and 
Dorothy  Dunbar,  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations;  Mary  Margaret 
Barr,  Chairperson  of  Committee  on  Standing  Rules;  and  Dorothy  Abraham, 
Historian. 

This  is  a special  time  - we  call  it  retirement  but  I would  like 
to  name  it  exodus  time  - a going  out  and  going  on.  If  you  questioned 
each  of  these  women  today,  I think  they  would  tell  you  where  they 
have  been.  They  would  be  able  to  share  with  you  challenges  that 
have  come  to  them  and  responsibilities  of  which  they  were  unaware. 

They  would  be  able  to  share  opportunities  which  have  come  their  way 
for  growth  and  development.  They  could  tell  you  about  long  hours  of 
study  and  work  in  which  they  are  engaged  to  fulfill  their 
responsibilities.  They  would  rejoice  with  you  in  the  wonderful 
fellowship  that  is  United  Methodist  Women.  Now  is  the  time  for 
going  out  and  going  on.  One  thing  for  sure,  retirement  is  not  a 
destination  - retirement  is  a wait  station,  at  time  to  wait  for 
God's  next  call.  You  were  called  to  become  a participant  in  creation  - 
you  heard  the  call  and  responded. 

The  Conference  in  appreciation  of  the  work  you  have  done  and  of 
the  leadership  you  have  given  wants  to  recognize  each  of  you  and 
express  it  by  the  presentation  of  a Special  Mission  Recognition  Pin 
representing  a gift  to  mission  in  your  honor."

Dinner  was  served  in  the  gymnasium  at  6; 00  p.m.  Entertainment  was  provided 
by  the  Broadmoor  Women's  Ensemble. 

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Meeting  resximed  at  7; 00  p.m.  in  the  sanctuary  with 
the  singing  of  the  Hymn,  "Christ  for  the  World  We  Sing." 

THEME  SCRIPTURE  AND  PRAYER  - Lou  Alexander  read  the  theme  scripture  - 
Mark  10; 14,  "Let  the  children  come  to  me,  do  not  hinder  them;  for  to  such 
belongs  the  kingdom  of  God,"  and  voiced  a prayer  for  the  children  of  the  world. 

ANTHEM  - The  Women's  Ensemble  and  the  Children's  Liturgical  Dance  Choir 
presented  "0  Be  Joyful,  0 Be  Jubilant"  by  Sleeth. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  SPEAKER  - Betty  Ferrington  introduced  Kathleen  Guy  who  is 
currently  serving  as  a director  of  the  Children's  Defense  Fund  in  Washington, 
D.C.  and  has  worked  closely  with  Women's  Division  on  the  Campaign  for  Children. 

ADDRESS  - Kathleen  Guy  gave  a challenging  message.  The  following  are 
excerpts ; 

"I  would  like  to  begin  with  a quote  from  Theressa  Hoover  of 
Women's  Division  - 'In  general  our  predecessors  did  not  claim 
leadership  on  the  basis  of  exceptional  gifts  nor  were  they  called  to 
the  preaching  ministry.  Anyone  who  knows  the  history  of  United 
Methodist  Women  must  know  why  we  are  involved  in  the  Campaign  for 
Children.  The  Campaign  is  a continuation  and  an  update  of  our 
historical  concern  for  children.  Though  that  door  has  been  opened 
through  their  own  efforts  - instead  they  were  inspired  to  meet  the 
combined  evangelical,  physical,  and  social  needs  of  the  marginal 
people  - especially  women  and  children  who  could  not  be  reached  by 
male  missionaries  abroad  and  who  were  ignored  by  church  and  society 
at  home.  They  did  this  chiefly  by  establishing  mission  institutions 
staffed  by  women. ' 

Too  many  American  children  are  growing  up  poor,  under-nourished, 
under-educated,  and  with  little  hope  for  a better  future.  Statistics 
demonstrate  the  national  neglect  of  children.  Statistics  can  shock 
and  overwhelm  us  but  I did  come  to  bring  you  a message  of  hope  for 
our  children.  However,  there  is  little  hope  for  our  children  in 
need  until  we  as  Christians  and  citizens  of  this  nation  think  of  the 
faces  behind  the  numbers  and  until  we  feel  the  depth  of  pain  and 
suffering  endured  by  so  many  of  our  children  who  don't  deserve  and

can't  possibly  understand  it  or  until  we  realize  that  each  of  us  can 
make  a difference  for  children  - there  is  little  hope. 

There  is  hope.  I think  we  must  first  look  to  children  themselves. 
Hope  for  a new  kind  of  world  wrapped  in  our  children.  They  are  the 
gift  of  hope.  Second,  there  is  hope  because  we  have  a strong  case 
to  make  for  increasing  our  investment  in  children  and  families. 

Third,  because  we  all  gathered  here  today,  there  is  hope  for  children. 

In  the  4th  chapter  of  Mark,  Jesus  tells  the  parable  of  the 
seeds  which  exemplifies  what  can  happen  to  our  children.  What  must 
we  all  do  to  insure  that  our  children  grow  and  yield  a good  harvest? 

How  do  we  plant  children  in  good  soil  so  that  they  grow  roots  that 
are  not  dried  out  when  the  sun  rises  and  not  choked  by  the  thorn 
bushes  of  the  world?  The  first  seed  we  must  plant  is  the  seed  of 
understanding.  It  is  not  until  we  understand  the  problem  and  feel 
the  urgency  of  the  problem  that  we  can  adequately  respond.  So  the 
United  Methodist  Women's  Campaign  for  Children  provides  resources 
for  you  to  take  back  to  your  local  units  and  congregations  to  learn 
more  about  the  needs  of  children  in  your  congregation,  in  your 
community,  state  and  nation.  The  second  seed  is  caring  - a life 
line  to  offer  to  our  children  and  young  people.  There  must  be 
caring.  The  third  seed  is  courage  - to  speak  out  on  priorities. 

This  can  be  uncomfortable  but  must  be  done.  We  can  speak  out  from 
our  hearts  when  we  are  informed.  Finally,  we  must  plant  the  seed  of 
belief  that  every  person  can  make  a difference  for  one  child  or  for 
millions . 

Reflect  on  what  has  been  done  - think  of  how  your  local  unit 
can  respond.  There  is  no  end  to  the  opportunities  or  no  end  to  the 
faith  and  enthusiasm  that  you  have.  There  is  recourse  before  you 
and  there  is  history  of  United  Methodist  Women  behind  you  and  there 
is  commitment  that  each  of  you  brings.  So  1 encourage  you  to  pledge 
to  yourself  and  to  God  that  within  your  unit  this  year  to  make  a 
difference  for  children."

The  Saturday  session  of  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Meeting  convened  at  8:30 
a.m.  in  the  sanctuary.  After  the  prelude,  the  session  began  with  UMW  Sings 
led  by  Judy  Zollinger. 

MORNING  WORSHIP  - Reverend  Carol  Susan  Winn  reminded  us  that  not  only  are 
we  called  the  children  of  God  but  that  we  are  the  children  of  God.  The 
following  are  excerpts  from  her  meditation: 

"Remember  they  brought  little  children  to  Jesus.  He  was  on  the 
way  to  the  cross  when  this  incident  with  the  children  happened. 

Jesus  needed  the  children  as  much  as  they  needed  Jesus.  Jesus  was 
always  concerned  about  children.  Jesus  calls  us  to  be  as  little 
children.  Most  of  us  have  been  loved  and  nurtured  by  our  families 
from  birth.  There  is  a basic  trust  that  is  developed  from  the 
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loving,  touching  and  caring  by  parents  and  friends  - this  is  needed 
to  grow  up  into  health,  strong  adults  - free  to  be  and  to  become. 
Everyone  in  the  world  needs  someone  who  cares  about  and  cherishes 
them  and  to  whom  they  are  special.  Many  children  in  America  today 
are  growing  up  without  the  basic  foundation  of  trust  and  someone  who 
cares  for  them.  Many  children  are  unwanted  and  unprovided  for  and 
certainly  not  cherished.  We  must  identify  with  the  deprived  and 
abused  children.  'Light  a candle  within  my  heart  that  I may  see 
what  is  therein  and  and  sweep  the  rubbish  from  my  dwelling  place. ' 

The  church  has  the  responsibility  to  introduce  children  to  our  first 
parent,  God.  How  great  is  the  love  of  Our  God  that  we  should  be 
called  the  children  of  God.  Such  is  the  bond  between  the  Creator 
and  the  child.  This  is  the  message  that  the  church  has  to  be  given  to 
the  children  of  the  world.  We  need  to  love  other  children  as  we 
love  our  own.  We  have  the  good  news  to  tell  to  them." 

Reverend  Winn  closed  with  An  Affirmation  for  Children  of  God: 

Everyone  has  within--what  shall  I call  it?-”a  piece  of  Good 

News ! 


EVERYONE  IS  VERY  GREAT,  VERY  IMPORTANT  CHARACTER. 

Yes.  That's  what  we  have  to  tell  one  another. 

EVERYONE  MUST  BE  PERSUADED,  EVEN  IF  IN  RAGS,  THAT 
SHE,  THAT  HE,  IS  IMMENSELY,  IMMENSELY  IMPORTANT! 

Everyone  must  respect  him  and  make  him  respect  himself  too. 

THEY  MUST  LISTEN  TO  HER  ATTENTIVELY.  DON'T  STAND  ON 
TOP  OF  HER.  DON'T  STAND  IN  HER  LIGHT. 

But  look  at  him  with  deference.  Give  him  great,  great 
hopes;  he  needs  them. 

YES,  THAT'S  WHAT'S  NEEDED.  DON'T  YOU  SEE?  JUST  THAT! 

NOTHING  ELSE  MATTERS  HALF  SO  MUCH. . .

PLEDGE  SERVICE  - Judy  Rountree,  Secretary  for  Financial  Interpretation, 
led  the  following  pledge  service: 

TO  GIVE  VOICE  TO  THE  VOICELESS 

United  Methodist  Women  was  born  of  the  need  to  minister  to 
children.  This  has  been  a mandate  that  has  been  honored  in  a special 
way  throughout  our  history.  While  seeking  to  nurture  and  care  for 
the  voiceless  children  of  the  world,  we  have  been  faithful  to  Christ's 
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instructions  to  let  the  children  come  for  to  such  belongs  the  kingdom 
of  God. 

As  Theressa  Hoover  says,  'Who  can  look  in  the  face  of  a child, 
any  child,  and  not  remember  that  that  is  a reminder  that  God,  the 
Creator,  has  not  despaired  of  humanity.  Whether  parent,  grandparent, 
aunt  or  simply  a responsible  adult,  each  of  us  is  called  to  give 
voice  to  the  voiceless  in  our  midst  --  children!' 

Parents  are  the  most  important  people  in  children's  lives. 

When  someone  or  some  agency  threatens  their  well-being,  they  look  to 
parents  first  for  support.  Whether  and  how  you  act  not  only  gets 
(or  fails  to  get)  children  what  they  need,  but  it  teaches  them 
how  to  gain  confidence  in  you  and  in  themselves.  It  also  teaches 
what  their  rights  and  responsibilities  as  citizens  and  individuals 
are.  As  their  parents,  you  know  more  about  your  children  than  anyone 
else.  They  need  you  to  exercise  that  knowledge  when  crucial  decisions 
about  them  are  being  made. 

The  Acadiana  District  pledges  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless 
through  prayer,  advocacy  and  monetary  gifts. 

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  children  do  not  have  parents  or  do  not 
live  with  their  parents.  Many  millions  of  children  are  growing  up 
in  families  struggling  to  survive  poverty  or  with  single  and  teenage 
parents  who  may  need  the  extra  support  of  other  caring  adults  and 
community  institutions. 

The  Alexandria  District  pledges  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless 
through  prayer,  advocacy  and  monetary  gifts. 

For  children,  the  consequences  of  poverty,  discrimination,  and 
mistreatment  are  not  simply  'unfair'  or  'unequal'.  They  are  often 
tragic  and  expensive  outcomes  for  the  nation  as  a whole.  For  example, 
it  costs  more  to  treat  complications  and  neglect  of  infections  -- 
like  brain  damage,  deafness,  and  blindness  --  than  it  does  to  give 
immunizations  and  other  preventive  health  care.  Each  child  needs 
the  assurance  of  growing  up  to  be  healthy,  productive  members  of 
society. 

The  Baton  Rouge  District  pledges  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless 
through  prayer,  advocacy,  monetary  gifts. 

You  can  make  important  advances  in  voicing  what  you  want  for 
your  family's  and  community's  lives  thereby  affecting  children  around 
the  world.  Speak  out  on  behalf  of  your  children  and  you  can  begin 
to  gain  the  confidence,  skills  and  power  to  control  more  of  the 
quality  of  life  children  have.  It  will  not  happen  in  a week  or  a 
month,  or  even  a year,  but  it  is  an  ongoing  mission. 

The  Lake  Charles  District  pledges  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless 
through  prayer,  advocacy,  and  monetary  gifts. 

By  standing  up  for  children  you  begin  to  address  larger  social 
and  economic  problems  affecting  your  life  and  that  of  others.  As 
you  begin  to  understand  and  stand  up  to  correct  children's  problems, 
you  will  begin  to  see  how  their  hunger,  abuse,  poor  education,  ill 
health,  poverty,  and  handicaps  are  often  caused  or  made  worse  by 
broader  social  and  economic  policies  and  practices.  You  may  think 
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you  can't  do  anything  about  these  things  but  by  focusing  on  how  they 
hurt  children,  you  can  begin  to  make  changes  that  will  have  ripple 
effects . 

The  Monroe  District  pledges  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless 
through  prayer,  advocacy,  and  monetary  gifts. 

To  be  the  voice  of  children  means  speaking  up  about  the  thousands 
of  children  who  suffer  brain  damage  because  they  eat  the  lead  paint 
chips  from  walls.  Ultimately  this  will  involve  improving  the  health- 
care system,  the  housing  available  to  families,  and  the  jobs  and 
income  available  to  families  so  they  are  not  forced  to  live  in 
housing  that  threatens  their  children's  lives.  These  in  turn  force 
us  to  confront  national  investment  priorities  which  leave  so  many 
children  with  inadequate  housing  or  homeless. 

The  New  Orleans  District  pledges  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless 
through  prayer,  advocacy,  and  monetary  gifts. 

Unless  we  act  to  protect  our  children,  thousands  will  continue 
to  die  young  every  year.  Poverty  kills  an  American  child  every  53 
minutes.  We  are  tied  for  last  place  among  20  industrialized  nations 
in  keeping  our  babies  alive  in  the  first  year  of  life.  The  black 
infant  mortality  rate  is  almost  twice  the  rate  for  white  children. 

The  North  Shore  District  pledges  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless 
through  prayer,  advocacy,  and  monetary  gifts. 

Unless  we  act  to  protect  our  children,  hundreds  of  thousands 
will  go  hungry  and  without  needed  nutrition.  The  Physicians'  Task 
Force  on  Hunger  in  America  estimated  in  1985  that  malnutrition 
affects  almost  500,000  U.S.  children.  3.4  million  pregnant  women, 
infants,  and  young  children  go  without  the  nutrition  supplements  of 
the  WIG  program  for  which  they  are  eligible.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
will  become  parents  too  soon.  About  one  million  teenage  girls  get 
pregnant  each  year,  and  almost  half  a million  babies  are  born  to 
teenagers . 

The  Ruston  District  pledges  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless 
through  prayer,  advocacy,  and  monetary  gifts. 

Unless  we  act  to  protect  our  children,  hundreds  of  thousands 
will  grow  up  without  decent  shelter.  More  than  20  percent  of  the 
population  in  homeless  shelters  are  children,  not  including  those  in 
runaway  shelters.  Families  with  children  make  up  about  30  percent 
of  the  homeless  population;  in  many  major  cities  the  number  is  closer 
to  50  percent.  Hundreds  of  thousands  will  drop  out  of  school.  Every 
year,  about  700,000  students  at  the  ninth-grade  level  or  above  drop 
out  of  school.  Those  living  in  shelters  will  have  only  a piece-meal 
education. 

The  Shreveport  District  pledges  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless 
through  prayer,  advocacy,  and  monetary  gifts. 

Children  are  not  a special  interest  group.  They  are  our  moral 
responsibility  as  well  as  our  future.  It  is  up  to  all  of  us  to  see 
that  none  of  them  are  robbed  of  their  God-given  human  potential. 

Their  nutrition,  education,  health  care,  and  protection  cannot  be  a 
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part  of  the  "balancing  of  competing  interests"  that  government  does. 

We  all  must  assvune  the  responsibility  for  seeing  to  it  that  their 

young  lives  are  protected  and  nurtured  for  to  such  belongs  the 

kingdom  of  God. 

As  United  Methodist  Women  of  Louisiana  Conference,  we 
pledge  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless  through  prayer, 
advocacy,  and  a monetary  gift  of  $315,000.

LOUISIANA  CROSSLINES  - Reverend  Elizabeth  Irvine,  Presbyterian  minister, 
was  trained  in  the  area  of  urban  ministry  - working  with  churches  in  transitional 
communities.  Louisiana  Crosslines  was  created  about  three  years  ago  dealing 
with  a program  or  a way  in  which  the  resources  of  the  United  Methodist  Church 
could  be  put  to  use  to  help  women  and  children  in  poverty.  She  reported  on 
the  "State  of  Poverty  in  Our  State"  highlighting  the  various  ways  that  Methodist 
churches  have  responded  to  the  needs  of  poor  children.  She  outlined  areas 
where  we  need  to  concentrate  our  research  and  progrcim  (child  care,  teen 
pregnancy,  literacy  and  job  training).  She  lifted  up  several  stories  as  models 
for  others'  inspiration  and  replication. 

PRESENTATION  OF  SPECIAL  MISSION  RECOGNITION  - 

United  Methodist  Women  honored  Reverend  Karen  Davis  who  was  ordained  an 
elder  in  the  Conference.  President  McCammon  announced  that  a gift  had  been 
made  for  mission  in  her  name  and  a Special  Mission  Recognition  Pin  was  presented 
to  her  with  our  pledge  to  support  her  with  our  love  and  our  prayers  in  her 
ministry. 

Gratitude  and  praise  were  expressed  to  those  who  have  given  of  their  time 
and  effort  for  this  Annual  Meeting.  Special  Mission  Recognition  Pins  were 
presented  and  gifts  to  mission  have  been  made  in  honor  of  Alice  Story, 
Chairperson,  and  Lou  Alexander,  Assistant  Chairperson,  for  Annual  Meeting. 

AGENDA  FOR  CHILDREN  - Miss  Judith  Watts,  Director  for  the  Agenda  for 
Children,  presented  the  following  ways  for  becoming  advocates  for  children: 

1.  Sponsor  a child  or  several  children  in  a day  care  center. 

2.  Send  post  cards  regarding  child  care  legislation. 

3.  Help  provide  for  poor  pregnant  women  with  prenatal  care. 

4.  Volunteer  to  help  stop  and  prevent  child  abuse. 

5.  Assume  that  the  child  is  telling  the  truth  about  child  abuse  - 
be  a court  watcher. 

6.  Understand  how  poverty  and  racism  are  ruining  our  children's 
lives . 

7 . Read  books  - a good  one  is  Within  Our  Reach  by  Lynn  Shore 
which  is  about  programs  that  do  work. 

8.  Watch  the  State  Government  to  develop  a child  care  plan  - 
protect  the  rights  of  children. 

9.  Give  something  up  to  help  - time,  money  or  sleep. 

She  closed  by  asking  us  to  pray  for  God's  grace,  pray  for  the  ability.

WEST  GULF  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION 

Regional  School  was  held  June  13-17,  1989,  on  the  campus  of  Oklahoma  City 
University.  Louisiana  Conference  officers  and  study  leaders  were  among  three 
hundred  fifty- five  in  attendance  from  seventeen  conferences. 

The  functions  of  Regional  Schools  of  Mission  are  (1)  to  provide  a program 
that  will  help  United  Methodist  Women  with  designated  leadership 
responsibility  in  jurisdiction  and  conference  organizations  to  understand  the 
church's  mission  in  the  current  world  context  and  their  responsibility  with 
this  mission;  (2)  to  afford  opportunities  for  specially  planned  training 
sessions  for  leaders  and  teachers  of  study  topics,  special  workshop  experience 
for  leaders  working  in  areas  of  current  major  concern  or  who  have  special 
responsibility  in  leadership  development;  and  (3)  to  supply  a variety  of 
enrichment  resources  and  experiences  to  meet  the  needs  and  interest  of  various 
persons  from  special  areas  of  concern  where  special  problems  exist.  (Regional 
School  Program  1989) 

The  primary  focus  of  the  schools  (the  idea  around  which  the  school  will 
be  built)  will  be  the  work  of  the  Women's,  National,  and  World  Divisions  and 
Mission  Education  and  Cultivation  Program  Department  of  the  Genreal  Board  of 
Global  Ministries,  including  interpretation  of  relationships  to  the  total 
Board.  The  approach  will  deal  with  members  of  United  Methodist  Women  and 
their  responsibility  in  the  church  and  society.  (Regional  School  Program 
1989) 

"From  Struggle  to  Hope:  Songs  for  Our  Times"  was  the  theme.  How  do  we 
sing  new  songs  in  old  lands?  How  do  we  sing  old  songs  in  new  Lands?  Myths 
cloud  our  understanding  of  world  neighbors  blocking  channels  for  dialogue. 
Our  faith  challenges  us  to  listen  to  new  songs  and  stories  that  emerge  from 
the  tradition  of  people  who  struggle  to  live.  The  songs  of  the  ancient 
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Hebrews  bring  fresh  understanding  of  what  it  means  to  live  faithfully  and 
joyfully  amidst  a world  in  conflict.  God's  faithful  response  to  this  hope 
calls  us  to  sing  new  songs  for  our  time. 

Lueburda  Myers  serves  as  Secretary  for  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
Core  Planning  Group.  Judy  Rountree  is  a member  of  the  Regional  School 
Planning  Team.  The  Louisiana  Conference  will  host  the  1990  School  at 
Centenary  College  in  June. 


CONFERENCE  SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION
